BOARD OF SELECTMEN 1998 ANNUAL REPORT 


1998 WAS A VERY BUSY AND PRODUCTIVE YEAR for Town Government. 
The Board of Selectment signed TIF agreements with four large businesses (Serta 
Mattress, Sager Electronics, Brookfield Engineering Labs and Butler Automatic) 
to help attract them to the Campanelli Industrial Park. The TIF agreements 
allow tax breaks over 20 years in exchange for local hiring preferences. 


Several contracts were awarded in 1998, including one to demolish the old concrete 
water town and to paint the five million gallon tank. Also, a contract was signed 
and the process begun to cap the old cells at the Brook Street Landfill. Bids 
were awarded for a Central Fuel Depot behind the Fire Station, which was 
completed in October, and a contract was signed to clean up the contaminated 
Gurney lot to be used for downtown parking. 


In a continuing effort to revitalize the downtown area, the Selectmen established 
an Office of Economic & Community Development Department, installed new 
traffic lights and sidewalks at the four corners, leased the Benny’s parking lot 
and endorsed a master streetscape plan which will help restore and beautify 
the downtown area with State grants over a seven year period. 


The Board dealt with open space planning in 1998 by endorsing a land use 
and management plan for the Town owned by Morgan property, approved a 
final draft of the Open Space goals and objectives, acquired eleven acres along 
the Taunton Ruver for open space and access to the river, and received $350,000 
for an agricultural preservation restriction on the Soule Farm. 


1998 brought a lot of personnel changes to the Board. In April elections, two 
new members, Ellen Grant and Stephen Morris were elected to the Board, and 
in an October special election James Wiksten was elected to replace Emil Maksy 
who resigned after 5'4 years on the Board. : 


The Board would like to thank all the department heads, Town employees and 
citizens of Middleborough for making 1998 an enjoyable and productive year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


Last year I closed my report by saying that it was an exciting and challenging 
time to be a Middleborough Town Official. The excitement and the challenge 
continue! 


At year end, the new John T. Middle School was nearly complete on the outside 
and both exterior and interior work continued through the Winter thanks to 
propane heaters and mild weather. 


The Downtown Partnership became the Office of Economic and Community 
Development and took up quarters with the rest of us in the Bank Building 
in October. The new space is an excellent work environment and everyone is 
enjoying it. 


The first round of bids on the Town Hall renovations were rejected. The Committee 
went back to work with the Architect and plan to re-bid this Winter and award 
the contract in the Spring of 1999. 


The Sidewalk Project on Wareham and Jackson Streets, the Traffic Signal lights 
and the sidewalks and handicapped ramps at the Four Corners and the Central 
Fuel Depot were completed. The cement water tower was demolished and the 
five million gallon tank was painted inside. The exterior will be painted in the 
Spring of ‘99. No cellular phone contracts were entered to lease space on the 
painters rail in 1998, due to the painting of the Tower. The Nemasket Sewer 
Interceptor lining project was delayed in the hope we could get State Revolving 
Fund support for the project. This was not forthcoming. We can’t wait any 
longer. The project will be bid in April and done in the ‘99 construction season. 


The Oliver Mill Park National Register Historic District application was filed 
and approved by the Massachusetts Historical Commission and awaits final State 
approval. The plans and specifications for the stone restoration work are complete 
and funding options are being considered. The cost of the stone restoration 
and stop log replacement is estimated to be about $200,000. 


The Brook Street Landfill Closure (old section) is underway and will be completed 
in 1999. Town Meeting approved three new Tax Increment Financing packages 
for Sager Electronics, Butler Automatic and Serta Mattress. 


Town Officials continue to work on the revision of the Water Resource Protection 
District boundaries. The loss of Water Department revenue due to the closure 
of the Ocean Spray Plant bottling lines has resulted in efforts to expand sales 
of water to new customers both in and out of town. We hope to avoid a rate 
increase. Acquisition of a well site off Vaughan Street was rejected by the Town 
Meeting last Fall. At year end, Selectmen were considering acquisition of “Site 
19” across the street from Stop & Shop. 
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An attempt to close the Post Office downtown was reversed with the help of 
Congressman Barney Frank. 


The Town leased the Benney’s Parking lot. The Gurney Parking lot site 
remediation work is nearing completion and funding to construct a forty car 
parking lot is expected next year. 


At year end, the Town had applied for a State grant for Facade Restoration 
and Streetscape Improvements and a grant to bring water and sewer to Glynn 
Electronics off Harding Street. Town Officials were alse engaged in discussions 
with a Gas-Turbine Power Plant Developer. If this project goes forward, the 
Town will have a major new source of revenue. 


I] want to again thank the Selectmen and other volunteer Committee and Board 
members and all Town Employees who have made this past year a success. 
Without their dedication, hard work and sacrifice, none of this would be possible.

REPORT OF THE OLD COLONY PLANNING COUNCIL 
AREA AGENCY ON AGING 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the residents of the Town of 
Middleborough. The Delegate and Alternate to the Old Colony Planning Council 
Area Agency on Aging (OCPC-AAA) Advisory Committee are pleased to present 
this report of the Area Agency on Aging activities for fiscal year 1998.

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ANNUAL REPORT ON COUNTY COOPERATIVE EXTENSION 


The role of UMass Extension, Plymouth County is to deliver research-based 
information to specific groups of people through nonformal methods. The local 
staff work in concert with UMass Amherst faculty and staff on behalf of the 
United States Department of Agriculture to provide valuable information in 
Extension’s four program areas. The Extension System is supported by County, 
Federal and State funds, and operates under Federal and State laws and 
agreements. Educational programs focus on four major program areas: 
Agroecology; Natural Resources and Environmental Conservation (grant funds); 
4-H youth, volunteer and family development; and federally funded Nutrition 
Education initiatives. Volunteer advisory groups work with staff on developing 
specific programs. Programs include: Pruning demonstrations; Pesticide 
applicator training and licensing exams; The Annual UMass Extension Garden 
Calendar; Educational resource materials; Training and resources for agencies 
serving youth; Accredited overnight summer camps; Teacher workshops and 
resources; Food Safety Certification Course; Distance education opportunities. 
Local citizens, appointed by the County Commissioners, serve as County 
Extension Trustees, directing the overall program. New research findings are 
translated into practical applications and shared with people and communities 
through workshops, conferences, field demonstrations, technical assistance, 
newspaper articles, radio and television. Publications such as regular newsletters 
and booklets, fact sheets, and home study courses, bring information directly 
to those who need It. 


In Plymouth County, the Extension outreach office is located on High St. Hanson. 
There is a satellite office in the City of Brockton, for the grant-funded Family 
Nutrition Program. In Southeastern Massachusetts regional programs are often 
conducted. UMass also operates the Cranberry Experiment Research Station, 
located in Wareham. Currently the Plymouth County field staff consists of a 
County Director, two 4-H Youth Development Specialists, a Food Safety/ Family 
Development Specialist, and a Landscape/ Nursery Specialist. For a more detailed 
program brochure on Cooperative Extension programs contact the county office 
at Box 658, Hanson, MA 02341.

ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will establish and reauthorize the use of a 
revolving fund under General Laws Chapter 44, Section 53E 1/2 for fiscal year 
1999 for the purpose of operating a recycling program for the Town with all 
receipts from the sale of materials and donations for the program to be credited 
to the fund and to reauthorize the Board of Selectmen to expend the fund for 
operation, support and enhancement of the recycling program including the 
purchase of equipment and any other expense incurred to operate the program 
except for salaries and wages with expenditures from the fund to be limited 
to $100,000.00, or act anything thereon.

JUNE 8, 1998 


Middleborough, Massachusetts 


The Special Town Meeting was called to order at 8 P.M. by Moderator Robert 
M. Desrosiers who declared a quorum was present at the Middleborough High 
School, Wayne M. Caron Auditorium.

WATER POLLUTION CONTROL FACILITY 


The year 1998 marked the twenty-second year of operation of the Middleborough 
Water Pollution Control Facility. 


During 1998 the facility again produced exceptional quality effluent for CBOD 
and TSS, the primary measurements of loadins on the receiving stream. 


The facilities permit allows for a maximum of 7.0 mg/L CBOD and 7.0 mg/ 
LSS. 


In the past year, the CBOD averaged 1.3 mg/L and the TSS averaged 1.2 mg/ 
L, for a removal efficiency rate of 98.7%. 


In addition to CBOD and TSS, the facility treats the wastewater to meet strict 
limits for pH, dissolved oxygen, ammonia nitrogen, phosphorus and bacterial 
counts. 


These parameters all met their respective quality goals. 


We are proud of our operating record and the protection it affords the Nemasket 
River. 


I wish to thank the plant staff for their excellent work and role in acheiving 
this performance record.

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REPORT OF THE 
PLYMOUTH COUNTY MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 


January 8, 1999

The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project are 
pleased to submit the following report of our activities during 1998. 


The Project is a special district created by the State Legislature in 1957, and 
is now composed of 25 Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton, and 
the town of Cohasset in Norfolk County. The Project is a regional response 
to a regional problem and provides a way of organizing specialized equipment, 
specially trained employees, and mosquito control professionals into a single 
agency with a broad geographical area of responsibility. 


The 1998 season began with an above normal water table which produced large 
numbers of spring brood mosquitoes throughout the County. Efforts were directed 
at larval mosquitoes starting with the spring brood. Ground larviciding was 
accomplished using B.t.i., an environmentally selective bacterial agent. Upon 
emergence of the spring brood of adult mosquitoes, ultra-low-volume adulticiding 
began. The Project responded to a record number of residential complaints during 
the summer. All sprayers and trucks performed well with little time lost to 
breakdowns. 

Eastern Equine Encephalitis virus was first isolated from Culiseta melanura, 
a bird biting species, by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health from 
collections in Lakeville on September 21, 1998. Of the season’s total of seven 
EEE isolates, five were from Plymouth County as follows: Kingston (9/27), 
Halifax (9/27) (2), Carver (9/27) and Lakeville (9/21). Based on guidelines defined 
by the “Vector Control Plan to prevent EEE” in Massachusetts, Southeastern 
Massachusetts will be at a “low level of EEE risk” beginning the 1999 season. 
The recurring problem of EEE continues to ensure cooperation between this 
Project and the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 


The figures specific to the Town of Middleboro are given below. While mosquitoes 
do not respect town lines the information given below does provide a tally of 
the activities which have had the greatest impact on the health and comfort 
of Middleboro residents. 
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Insecticide Application. 13,012 acres were treated using truck mounted sprayers 
for control of adult mosquitoes. More than one application was made to the 
same site if mosquitoes reinvaded the area. The first treatments were made in 
May and the last in September. 


Aerial Application. Larviciding woodland swamps by airplane before the leaves 
come out on the trees continues to be very effective. In Middleboro this year 
we aerially larvicided 2,760 acres. An additional 80 acres was aerially larvicided 
on mosquito breeding reflood habitat in mid-August. 


Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the larval stage, which 
can be found in woodland pools, swamps, marshes and other standing water 
areas. Inspectors continually gather data on these sites and treat with highly 
specific larvicides when immature mosquitoes are present. Last year a total of 
137 inspections were made to 199 catalogued breeding sites. 


Water Management. During 1998 crews removed blockages, brush and other 
obstructions from 5,340 linear feet of ditches and streams to prevent overflows 
or stagnation that can result in mosquito breeding. This work, together with 
machine reclamation, is most often carried out in the fall and winter. 


Machine Reclamation. 1,020 linear feet of upland ditch was reconstructed in 
Middleboro using one of the Project’s two track driven backhoes. 


_ Finally, we have been tracking complaint response time, that is the time between 
_ notice of amosquito problem and response by one of our inspectors, The complaint 
_ tesponse time in the Town of Middleboro was less than two days with more 
_ than 1,507 complaints answered. 


_ Mosquito Survey. A systematic sampling for the mosquitoes in Middleboro 
indicates that Aedes vexans was the most abundant species. Other important

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REPORT OF THE WATER DEPARTMENT 


In preparing the Water Department Annual Report for 1998, I have explained 
the status of on-going programs, and the pertinent facts about Department 
activities. 


The significant occurence in 1998 was the E.Coli bacterial incident that happened 
Labor Day weekend. E.Coli problems affected several South Shore water utilities 
during the summer, caused primarily by the heavy rainfalls in the spring. Details 
of our action to deal with this are as follows: 


On Friday morning, I was notified by the laboratory the E.Coli positive samples 
were verified at one (1) system sampling point and one (1) pumping station. 
I contacted Amory Engineering of Duxbury to assist in developing a control 
plan and coordination with DEP. By early the next morning, chlorine injection 
was in operation at all pumping stations, and hydrant operation throughout 
the system was being done to move the chlorine through all mains. The 500,000- 
gallon water tower was also chlorinated. 


At the direction of DEP, Southeast Region, chlorination was continued until 
December 1998, when approval was given to reduce levels gradually and 
discontinue use. All chlorination will be stopped by mid-January 1999. Our 
customers cooperation and understanding are appreciated. 


The Corrosion Control Program had to be modified during chlorination by 
adjusting chemical feed levels in conjunction with chlorine rates, as both were 
injected at the same time. Customers noticing reoccurence of green staining are 
assured that this is being corrected at this time. 


Overall operation of the iron and manganese control systems — East Grove 
Street and East Main Street — has been very good this year. 


In training and education, Department employees received training in the 
following areas in 1998: Utility Safe Work Practices; Confined Space Safety; 
Excavation Safety; Incident Command; Chemical Feed System Maintenance; 
Pump Technology and Laboratory Procedures, in addition to regular Operator 
Certification Training. 


The Cross-Connection Program has been active this year, with seventeen (17) 
new devices added and two (2) replacements. One hundred sixty-seven (167) 


devices overall were tested as required. 


Our customer base increased with fifty-four (54) new services added. System 
expansion has been as follows: 
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Oak Point Community — a water main extension was made from Thompson 
Street to Plain Street, then on Plain Street to Oak Point itself, as well as the 
system within the development. 


Arrowhead Estates Subdivision — Carver — this system was connected to the 
present Plymouth Street water main. 


Lakenham Drive — Carver — a short extension was made here from the existing 
system to supply new homes. 


As always, I want to take the time to acknowledge the work and effort of the 
Water Department employees. The excellent response and capability of Pumping 
Station and Distribution Crews was a real advantage in getting the bacterial 
incident under control quickly. All of our workforce; Pumping, Distribution 
and Clerical Staffs are good, dedicated people, and I would like to emphasize 
that fact here.

TOWN COUNSEL ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1998 


The Law Department was involved in many aspects of Town government during 
1998. A major part of the involvement once again was in connection with zoning 
and land use matters involving the Board of Selectmen, Planning Board, Board 
of Appeals, Conservation Commission and Inspector of Buildings. Some matters 
generated litigations. Some cases remain pending in court. 


A significant case which arose in 1993 remains pending. It involves the Town’s 
claim to the use of Assawompset Pond as a water supply. The state’s Department 
of Environmental Protection granted water withdrawal permits to the City of 
New Bedford and the City of Taunton. The permits had the effect of exhausting 
the water supply for other potential users including the Town. The Town, along 
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with the towns of Lakeville, Freetown and Rochester, challenged the state action 
on the basis that a 1924 state law gave the Town the right to use the water 
supply. The Town does not currently use the pond as a water supply but wants 
to preserve the option to do so in the future. 


The Law Department was frequently called upon during 1998 to render opinions 
on a wide variety of subjects. Many opinions involved the Conflict of Interest 
statute, the Open Meeting Law and the Public Records statute. In addition, 
the Law Department reviewed numerous municipal contracts. The Town 
purchased the Morgan property on Marion Road and Long Point Road, the 
Pelton property off East Main Street and the Twomey Realty Trust property 
on Marion Road during 1998. The Law Department assisted in these acquisitions. 
The Law Department also assisted in the Town’s acquisition of several new 
public ways and in the Town’s grant to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
of an agricultural restriction affecting a substantial part of the Guidoboni/Soule 
Farm.

REPORT OF THE 
MIDDLEBOROUGH LAKEVILLE HERRING FISHERY C OMMISSION 


This is our first year to submit an annual town report. 


We as acommittee were ratified by the Selectmen in December, 1996 after applying 
to the state legislature for a change in the state law to allow the Selectmen 
to delegate the powers as Fish Wardens to citizens rather than the Selectmen. 


Our committee consists of seven (7) voting members. Five are from Middleborough 
and two from Lakeville. These are, also, the fish wardens which have to be 
ratified by both towns. We, also, have voluntee observers that may and do act 
in our stead as necessary or as directed. 


Our fiscal year of 1998 was very successful and rewarding. 


We opened the run in late March and closed it to taking of herring in early 
Ine. We had a record number of permits taken out this year — intown 326 
and 239 out of town for a total of 565. 


In June, our commmission purchased a flat bottom boat that is being housed 
at the fire department which is at their disposal for emergency use. 


In June, the commission was able to return $2,000 to the general fund which 
was appropriated at town meeting to finish the Wareham Street Fish Ladder. 
This was the first time any committee has returned funds appropriated at town 
meeting. 


In August, the commission started three (3) projects to enhance the herring 
fisheries. The first was to upgrade the boat launch at Old Bridge Street in Lakeville. 
Second, we repaired a sluice way at Oliver Mills. For our last project of the 
year, we installed a fence at Wareham Street Fish Ladder donated by the Thomas 
Park Committee. 


We wish to thank you all for the support in 1998 and look forward to further 
enhancing and protecting your natural resource — the Middleborough/ Lakeville 
Herring Fishery.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Each year the school committee recognizes those who have made significant 
contributions to the cause of local education. The following individuals are being 
recognized for influencing much of what is described within the Annual Report 
for 1998. 


Michael Lieb 


Mr. Michael Lieb, an original member of the Tech 2000 Committee and the 
major architect of our original plan, provided the expertise and the vision of 
an instructional, networked computer system. Mr. Lieb developed the first budget 
which included equipment, wiring, software and training. He introduced many 
of us to a new language and provided the confidence that our ideas were not 
only “do able” but necessary for the success of our students in the 21st Century. 
Mr. Lieb not only developed the original map that would guide us through 
the early days of the Tech 2000 plan, but he held the light so that many of 
us could see the future and the marvelous benefits of a system wide technology 
initiative. One that would benefit every student in the school system. 


Ross Chartoff 


Mr. Ross Chartoff, founder of his own software company and a former teacher, 
served as the “conscience” of the Tech 2000 Committee. Mr. Chartoff always 
asked the questions that some of us did not know enough to ask! Also, he 
interpreted the answers that many of us didn’t understand. Mr. Chartoff kept 
the committee searching for ways to work effectively and efficiently. He pushed 
us to stay on track and named the subcommittee “PUSH”. This subcommittee 
provided the backbone for decision making in the Tech 2000 Committee. In 
addition to his major contributions on the Tech 2000 Committee, Mr. Chartoff 
served as a member of the Middleborough High School Council since its inception 
in 1993. For three years Mr. Chartoff was elected as a parent representative 
to the council. With the graduation of his youngest child, he was drafted into 
the position of community representative. A seat he has held for the past three 
years. Mr. Chartoff served as co-chair of the council for four years and as secretary 
for the other two. Obviously, Mr. Chartoff is a strong supporter of education 
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and a strong supporter of technology as a tool to create enhanced educational 
opportunities. His commitment to students has been strong, unwavering and 
deeply appreciated. 


Roger Brunelle 


Mr. Roger Brunelle, Data Processor Director for the town and another original 
member of the Tech 2000 Committee was the individual who took the idea 
of a school-based technology plan and expanded it to a system wide plan. Mr. 
Brunelle understood the financing issues of implementing a major initiative as 
Tech 2000 and provided the expertise to create a technology network. Mr. Brunelle 
provided much of the motivation and encouragement to committee members 
and helped us over the hurdles. In many ways, Mr. Brunelle provided the leadership 
to prevent the derailing of the initiative at very crucial points. Our ability to 
have a strong technological relationship with the town is due to Mr. Brunelle’s 
strong support and contributions to the Tech 2000 initiative. 


Marcel Richard 


Mr. Marcel Richard is designated for special recognition in this year’s annual 
report. His service to the schools dates back to 1988 when he served on the 
West Side School Improvement Council. Later Mr. Richard was appointed the 
community representative on the Mayflower Northern Central School Council. 
Since 1993, with the passage of the Education Reform Act, he has been 
instrumental to the successful completion of many school initiatives at the 
Mayflower North/Central House including; the plant refurbishing project, 
planning the painting of color-coded hallways, designing the school handbook, 
organizing many parent evenings and an active participant in the Holiday 
Assembly Program. 


Additionally, Mr. Richard is a frequent visitor to Mayflower School as a story 
reader in the classrooms. He has developed a special relationship with the teachers 
and students and is a great supporter of reading and literacy. The children love 
him! 

On a system wide basis, Mr. Richard has been a former member of the Feasibility 
and Building Committees for the John T. Nichols, Jr. Middle School and has 


given countless hours to many other school-community projects. 


A retired principal, Mr. Marcel Richard has been a mentor and special friend 
to the administration, staff and students of the Middleborough Public Schools. 
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STATE OF THE DISTRICT 


The 1997 Annual Report detailed eight years of fiscal budgets for the school 
department. Specific line items were referenced in order to illustrate the financial 
growth and stability of the school district as a result of the Education Reform 
Acts of 1993. Calendar year 1998 straddled both Fiscal 98 and Fiscal 99. Therefore, 
July 1 of calendar 1998 marked the beginning of the sixth year of the seven 
years of Education Reform Funding. The Commonwealth of Massachusetts had 
pledged seven years of accelerated state aid to level the playing field for all 
school districts. The goal of the commonwealth was to create equity of educational 
opportunities for all students. Middleborough was rapidly moving toward that 
goal in Fiscal 98, but a change in the aid formula threatened to jeopardize this 
progress. 


While in the developmental stages of the 1998-1999 Budget, Mr. Joseph 
McDonald, Director of Information Services, detected a change in the formula 
for Fiscal 1999. This formula adjustment translated into a half million dollar 
loss to the school district effective July 1, 1998. A subsequent investigation by 
Mr. McDonald substantiated the introduction of a modification to one component 
of the school aid formula identified as the “wage adjustment factor”. 


The wage adjustment factor tracks the locus of employment of Middleborough 
residents. Thus, information compiled by the Department of Education and the 
Department of Revenue concerning the employment of Middleborough wage 
earners adversely affected the school aid funding the local school district 
anticipated. As previously stated, this loss amounted to about $500,000. 


An aggressive lobbying campaign led by Middleborough and coordinated with 
other school districts facing a similar circumstance was initiated with the state 
legislature. Our local legislators, Representative O’Brien and Senator Pacheco, 
carried Middleborough’s message and hardship to the state assembly. Ihe 
concerted effort by all parties eventually produced some positive results. 


A “hold harmless” provision was enacted by the state legislature which restored 
the school aid computation to the formula which existed prior to the modifications 
of the wage adjustment factor. While the hold harmless provisions restored and 
secured local school aid from 1998-1999, it only addressed the problem for Fiscal 
1999. The Middleborough Education Budget for Fiscal 2000 would have to absorb 
the $500,000 in anticipated aid. The anticipated state aid was based upon the 
school district’s projected funding over the seven years of education reform. 
Therefore, absorbing this loss required adjustments to the established long range 
plans rather than cutting the level of existing services or personnel. For 1998 
the education budget would remain as planned. 
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Moving on to other matters, the school district’s attention was not totally 
consumed by finances. In sharp contrast to 1997, the past year can be characterized 
as harmonious and amicable in areas of personnel relations. The acrimony 
resulting from very difficult collective bargaining had been replaced by a sincere 
effort by all to strengthen the ties that bind us together in our common mission 
to the schools and students. Given the results, the time and energy spent in 
the pursuit of working conditions and workplace climate appeared to have been 
worth the effort. This opinion is based on the premise that recognition of the 
contributions and sacrifices made by the school department’s staff in all 
classifications should be appropriately compensated and rewarded. This was 
accomplished once collective bargaining issues were viewed in the context of 
serving the best interest of the school district’s constituency. 


A related area affecting the working conditions and climate of the schools was 
technology. Technology continued to be a powerful influence and tool to the 
general operations of the school department. During 1998, teachers and 
administrators were assigned voice mailboxes as part of an enhanced telephone 
system. The personnel mailboxes were designed to facilitate communications 
and to increase the interaction between the schools and parents. An additional 
residual benefit of this new automated phone system was increased efficiency 
at the various school offices. Routine telephone traffic, which constituted a large 
percentage of cails, was now directed to specific individuals without the need 
of involving a third person. 


Another area of technology in which the school district had a major vested 
interest was the local cable franchise. During 1998, the school department joined 
with the town in sharing the cost of employing a professional negotiator to 
write a successor agreement to the cable franchise contract which will expire 
in January of 2000. The school department’s vital interest in this successor 
agreement related to our dependency on the wide area technology network carried 
over the local cable system. Also, town government and schools have received 
substantial incentives under the social contract provision of a cable franchise 
agreement. These incentives had been a significant component of the planning 
associated with the new middle school. 


The cable negotiating committee involved officials from both the town government 
and school department. The schools were represented by Mr. James Catalini, 
Director of Educational Technology, Mr. Joseph McDonald, Director of 
Information Services/Media and Mr. John Hilsabeck, Teacher of Video 
Technology and Video Journalism. The committee was chaired by a town citizen, 
Mr. Paul Falce. 


In an indirect way the next topic also was an outcome of technology and school 
climate. As sign of the changing times, security cameras were installed at all 
schools during 1998. Each school now has a secure system of both visual and 
voice verification before entrance to the school. While these systems provided 
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a high degree of security and safety to all school personnel, nevertheless, it was 
disheartening to know such protective devices were necessary. Further, the use 
of these security measures caused some inconvenience to all who attempt to 
gain access to the schools. However, both the staff and public tolerated this 
nuisance as a reality check in today’s society. 


School year 1998 also was a time of anticipation regarding the academic focus 
of the school department. The Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System 
(MCAS) made its debut. For the first time in the history of the commonwealth 
a statewide test would be administered to determine student performance against 
a standard of expectations developed by the Massachusetts Department of 
Education. The Education Reform Acts of 1993 mandated an assessment of 
the instructional strategies in all schools of the commonwealth. Students in grades 
four, eight and ten were administered a very intense and rigorous examination 
of their current skill development. MCAS designed from the outset to establish 
a new paradigm for Massachusetts Schools, fulfilled its objective. The validity 
of the test was based upon setting levels of expectations beyond those in current 
practice. Therefore, students were not expected to perform at high levels. The 
true intent of MCAS was the setting of “benchmarks” which required both students 
and teachers to reach new levels of performance. 


As stated, MCAS was developed in response to the Education Reform Law 
of 1993 and is designed to promote high academic standards for all public school 
students across the commonwealth by measuring student performance based on 
clear, uniform, statewide standards for content knowledge and skills. 


In the first MCAS administration, students were tested in the content areas 
of English Language Arts, Mathematics, and Science & Technology. They 
answered questions that were based exclusively on the learning standards defined 
in the Massachusetts Curriculum Frameworks for these three content areas. The 
questions assessed students’ content knowledge and skills in these areas; because 
questions focused on learning standards identified for all grades up to and 
including the tested grade level. Students were required to demonstrate cumulative 
content knowledge and skills on most MCAS questions. 


Four different types of questions (items) appeared on MCAS: 


—multiple-choice questions 
—short-answer questions 
—open-response questions 
—writing prompts 


Mutiple-choice questions require students to select the correct answer from a 
list of four options. Short-answer and open- response questions require students — 
to generate, rather than recognize, a response. Short-answer questions require — 
a brief response (for example, a short statement or computation leading to a 
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numeric solution) and were presented only in the Mathematics sessions of MCAS 
in May 1998. Open-response questions require a one- or two-paragraph response 
in writing or in the form of a chart, table, diagram or graph, as appropriate. 


Middleborough’s performance with the MCAS Tests mirrored the rest of the 
state. The following summary provides a quick glimpse of local MCAS results. 
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This summary provided the local scores as well as state averages for each grade. 
The majority of Middleborough students performed at three upper levels with 
a significant portion of this majority scoring in the Needs Improvement category. 


The MCAS results were received in December of 1998. The task for the school 
district was to immediately analyze results and develop strategic plans to raise 
student performance in each category. Our goal was directed toward minimizing 
the failures and accelerating student performance to the Advanced and Proficient 
levels. Achieving high performance levels as measured by MCAS was set as 
a major goal for 1999, 


Another area of anticipation for the Middleborough School Department was 
significant progress toward the completion of the John T. Nichols, Jr. Middle 
School. During 1998, the new middle school advanced from a concept and 
architectural drawings to an actual physical structure. As the skeletal framework 
of the building began to rise over the site, the reality of a new school facility 
took hold of the community’s attention. For the very few remaining skeptics 
within the town, the vision of the new school put to rest any further doubts. 


Each step of progress was carefully chronicled by the chairman of the building 
committee, Mr. Alan Lindsay. Using the advantage of local cable television, 
Mr. Lindsay videotaped every significant stage of progress. The laying out of 
the site, the pouring of the foundation, the setting in place of the steel and 
the rise of the exterior walls and roof were crafted into a visual portrayal of 
the birth and development of the new middle school. 


The John T. Nichols, Jr. Middle School marked the first new structure since 
the building of Middleborough High School in the late 60’s and early 70’s. The 
school department had renovated and added classrooms to existing buildings 
in the late 80’s and early 90’s, but the Nichols School represented the first new 
facility in almost thirty years. A proud accomplishment for all concerned! 


Given the fact that the Nichols School is a “‘state of the art” facility, the potential 
to impact the entire system was evident in the planning for the next school 
year. All aspects of the K-12 program came under scrutiny during 1998 in 
anticipation of the opening of the Nichols School in September of 1999. The 
Nichols Middle School was designed to enhance educational opportunities and 
increase the articulation of curricula and programming for the new millennium. 
Educationally, from both a physical and academic perspective, Middleborough 
was and continues to be prepared to enter a new century. 


On a system wide basis, one other significant event occurred during 1998. In 
- November after completing almost nine and a half years as superintendent of 
_ Schools, I tendered my intention to retire effective June 30, 2000. My letter 
of resignation speaks for itself and follows as the closing comment to this portion 
of the annual report.

Upon completion of my fortieth year as a professional educator, it is my intention 
to retire. Specifically, my official date of retirement will be June 30, 2000. However, 
given my accrued and earned vacation my last day of active employment will 
be April 7, 2000. Based on this plan, the school committee should discuss and 
include in the 1999 - 2000 Budget (currently being developed) provisions to address 
issues related to the retirement of the superintendent of schools. 


As I approach the mid way point of my tenth year in Middleborough, memories 
of the past come into focus. Overwhelmingly, these memories included happy 
reflections and rewarding experiences. Middleborough marks a pinnacle in my 
career because it is the longest tenure in any one position. Of the thirty-two 
years of service as a school administrator over twenty- one years as superintendent 
of schools, Middleborough always will remain the high point of this professional 
journey. While the years in Middleborough truly were challenging, nevertheless, 
they also were the most fulfilling. 


I adopted the community as my own and always will view the town as acomfortable 
place to live, The warm and friendly relationships developed over the past ten 
years will never be forgotten. Middleborough is a community with great pride 
which emanates from a proud heritage. I feel truly blessed at having had the 
opportunity to serve both the citizens and youth of Middleborough. 


In closing, I sincerely hope my professional and civic contributions over these 
past years can equal half as much as was given to me. As with all retirement, 
my final days of services will generate the mixed emotions of relief and regret 
as well as happiness and sadness. To all things there is a season and there is 
atime... my time has come!

Principals and administrative department heads will continue this Annual Report 
as they describe 1998 in terms of areas of responsibility. Each of the following 


descriptions was written by the administrator charged with that unit’s operations. 
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MIDDLEBOROUGH HIGH SCHOOL 
ANNUAL REPORT 1998 


Middleborough High School made the transition from a traditional seven period 
day to the more progressive four period alternating day block schedule during 
the 1998 school year. Saturday School replaced In School suspension, academic 
classes replaced study halls, a career center replaced the senior lounge and seniors 
investigated careers through internships that provided on site experiences. 
Although the first year of change was somewhat traumatic, administrators, faculty 
and students learned to make the adaptations and adjustments that would bring 
about a smoother school year in September of 1998. 


Unfortunately change came to the faculty most suddenly as the entire school 
mourned the loss of Mr. George Sherman, a twenty-five year veteran faculty 
member who succumbed to heart disease in September. Mr. Sherman’s versatility, 
teaching skills and willingness to take on supervisory duties were appreciated 
by all who worked with him or learned from him. With the transfer of Mrs. 
Rivet to the Mayflower School and a leave of absence granted to Mrs. Quayat, 
our Reading and Skill Development Program was re-staffed with Mrs. Bonnie 
Hudson and Mrs. Mary Lou Earle. Mr. Peter Wilbur joined the faculty in 
September to initiate an Industrial Technology Program, replacing Mrs. Gail 
Shatkus who moved from the region. Mr. Alan Harris joined the Science faculty 
in October replacing Mr. Robert Dutch who returned to private industry. Mr. 
Kevin Thoma, Food Service Management teacher and Mr. Jared Kenneally, 
Art teacher, were increased to full-time status in order to meet the needs of 
increased class assignments. Mrs. Mary Ellen Thompson’s teaching schedule in 
Spanish was also increased to meet the expanding enrollments in World 
Languages. Mrs. Kathy Wilkerson replaced Mr. George Sherman for the year. 


Also Mr. Robert Denise, Business Education teacher for over 29 years at M.H.S. 
resigned in November to accept an administrative position in the Mashpee Public 
Schools. Mr. Denise’s teaching skills, sense of humor and coaching abilities will 
be deeply missed. Mr. James Braga was appointed to fill the vacancy. After 
fourteen years as matron/custodian of the building, Mrs. Gwen Dion retired 
in July and was replaced by Mrs. JoAnne Tarkanian. Mr. Richard Gillis was 
appointed Department Head in Mathematics after serving in an interim capacity 
for most of the 1997-1998 school year. 


The faculty continued its professional development at a vigorous pace. In addition 
to our commitment to improving student writing skills and utilizing technology, 
faculty participated in a variety of programs utilizing different instructional 
Strategies, including project learning and Scans Skills, Advanced Placement 
Mathematics Training, and PALMS workshops at both the local and regional 
level. M.H.S. faculty provided leadership in initiating and delivering assessment 
training to other faculty while also participating in advanced assessment training. 
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Professional development opportunities were provided through a variety of 
resources including the Bristol Community College Tech-Prep Consortium, the 
Cranberry Partnership and the school system’s operating budget. 


Mr. George Simmons found time over the summer to write and publish a book 
entitled, “Wanda Motherwell” while Mr. Scott Nelson and Mrs. Susan Miller 
collaborated in the “Ernestina Project” which provided over one-hundred MHS 
students with an integrated learning experience aboard ship in the fall. Mrs. 
McKenna accompanied eight juniors to Close-Up in Washington, D.C. for a 
week long intensive study of government in the spring. During the summer Mrs. 
Holloway and Mr. Kenneally attended an AP Training Program in Art in 
anticipation of offering an AP Art Course in September 1999. 


Social Studies department members, Mr. Charles Bichsel, Paul Branagan and 
Mrs. Margaret McKenna participated in curriculum development over the 
summer. In addition to the Ernestina Project, Mrs. Miller participated in social 
studies summer institute at the JFK Library in Boston. Mrs. Dorothy Thayer, 
president of the Middleboro Historical Society, devoted numerous hours to the 
local museum. English department head, Mrs. Desrosiers, and Mr. Douglas 
Haskell, worked all summer on curriculum revision in English courses. The Science 
Department remained busy over the summer as Mrs. Russell, department head, 
and Mr. Janulewicz enrolled in a Geographical Information Systems Software 
course at BSC. Mrs. Dodge, Mr. Bowker and Mrs. Russell worked to develop 
science curriculum that would align with the Massachusetts Curriculum 
Frameworks in Science. All faculty continue to be trained by Mrs. Betty Hastings 
in the Collins Writing Program. Mr. Collins, himself, spent four days with the 
faculty in December. 


Each year for the past four years M.H.S. has added an advanced placement 
course. With AP Calculus having been implemented in the 1997-1998 school 
year, the plan is to initiate an AP Biology course during the 1998-1999 school 
year. Curriculum planning has already begun. A new course in Technical Theatre 
(set design, lighting, sound, costuming, etc.) was launched in September of 1998 
with about 45 students enrolled in two sections. All freshmen and sophomores 
enrolled in three semesters of World History beginning in September of 1998. 
This curriculum expansion is in keeping with the higher expectations brought 
about by the Education Reform movement, curriculum frameworks and the 
MCAS testing program. In addition to afore mentioned courses added to the 
curriculum, the science department added courses in Zoology and Astronomy. 
The math department introduced a statistics and probability course and — 
reorganized the Pre-Algebra course into an Algebra I Part A with a follow | 
up Part B to be offered beginning in September 1999. This reorganization is 
in kecping with the goal of having every student take an algebra course before 
graduation. The social studies department also initiated a Current Issues course © 
which uses a good deal of electronic media and internet access to investigate 
current topics. As planned, a programming language course, C++, was initiated 
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in September of 1998 with twenty-seven students. This course, coupled with 
our Computer Assisted Drawing (CAD) course, gives us two courses considered 
to be “design” courses in addition to our wide variety of computer technology 
courses. With the offering of our first Industrial Technology courses (semester), 
we expect to bring a better balance to our curriculum in Science and Technology. 
Our first group of students completed the two and a half year curriculum in 
Child Care and were eligible for state certification while forty students participated 
in the first full year course in Food Service Management with fifteen students 
actually participating in job site training programs in the fall. 


Seniors continued to participate in a wide variety of internships provided by 
the local business community. Mr. Norman Tardiff, the Career Center aide, 
has helped to orient a wide variety of students to the center as well as follow 
up on senior interns in their placements. Mrs. Ellen Grant continues as the 
school-to-career facilitator with help from Miss Tammy Cozonne of the Cranberry 
Partnership as well as a variety of high school faculty. Two students, Bridget 
Cyra 99 and Erica Paine 99, earned their Certified Nurses Aide Certificates 
during the winter and will be recognized for their accomplishments at graduation. 


Curriculum changes in grades 9 and 10 will continue to concentrate on preparing 
students for the “high stakes” MCAS program which all grade ten students must 
take as well as bring vigor and relevancy to the grade eleven and twelve curriculum 
to better prepare students for college and/or careers. Our continued membership 
and leadership within the Cranberry Partnership, along with our active role in 
the Chamber of Commerce, provided our students with numerous senior 
internship opportunities. The second year of our Fire Science course, our strong 
DECA program and continued Cosmetology Program offered a wide variety 


of challenging as well as “hands-on” experiences for our students. 


We continue to be committed to developing stronger writing and technology 
skills in our students through extensive professional development with our faculty. 
Another new twenty four station computer lab (Room 223) was opened in 
September. 


As we complete our curriculum “build-out” and put the final touches on a 
curriculum designed to prepare students for the twenty-first century, we are 
mindful of the need to continually review, refine and redirect our curriculum 
focus. MCAS Test results in December of this year gave us the first look at 
our curriculum delivery and the changes still needed to meet the expectations 
established by that testing program. More changes can be anticipated as we 
review our student’s scores and anticipate improved student achievement in these 
challenging set of standards. 


The School Council completed its fifth year of existence under the Educational 
Reform Act of 1993. Mrs. Tanya Sullivan served her second year as a faculty 


member while Mr. Robert Easterbrooks, Mrs. Elisabeth Hocking and Mrs. Robin 
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Goodrich were elected as parent representatives. Lynn Bettencourt 98 and Erin 
Sullivan 98 were elected to serve as student representatives. Mr. Ross Chartoff 
continued representing the community and was elected secretary of the Council. 
The Council met ten (10) times during the course of the year, usually on the 
third Monday of each month. It accomplished most of the objectives that were 
set out in the 1997 School Improvement Plan.

The high schoo] budget remains well funded for the continued purchase of new 
textbooks and teaching material for student use. New microscopes, digital 
balances, probes, test kits, slides, as well as ample specimens and chemical were 
purchased for the science department. All new Algebra I and Algebra II textbooks 
were purchased along with new World History texts to allow for the expansion 
of that course to three semesters. New texts were also purchased in Biology, 
English and World Languages. Art supplies were expanded to allow for increased 
enrollments and new commercial grade sinks installed in the Food Service area. 


Building improvements continued to be made in the areas of exterior lighting 
and video surveillance, as well as in window curtain replacements and new 
carpeting in the guidance office and auditorium. Much needed repairs were made 
to the stage wall. Handicapped access to the building and elevator was improved. 
New interior doors in corridors and stairwells, as well as a new window wall 
in the Cafeteria and Career Center were installed. The main entrance to the 
school was improved with the installation of a new floor featuring our school 
colors. We continue to carry out a planned program of equipment and building 
improvements in order to maintain and enhance a positive learning atmosphere 
and to protect the investment of the town in this very functional building. 


Student activities continued at a very vigorous pace during the year. Our music 
programs provided opportunities for over 300 students to become involved in 
voice or instrumental experiences. The following six students were selected to 
Southeast Senior District:

Association of Student Councils for the year. After fourteen successful years 
as Advisor, Mr. Scott Nelson resigned his position and Mr. Paul Branagan 
succeeded Mr. Nelson. Between dances, lock-ins, conferences, spirit week, 
workshops, officershops, Sunday night meetings and a host of other activities, 
the Student Council continues to sponsor a wide variety of activities involving 
hundreds of students. 


Although continuing to remain a member of the Pilgrim Conference, M H.S.

Matthew Maher’98 and Matthew Skeldon’98 represented M.H.S. at the National 
DECA Finals in Denver, Colorado in April. Crystal Travers 98 earned first 
and second place medallions in retailing at the state conference while Adam 
Mattson 98, Alicia Sylva 98, and Stacie Sylvester 98 earned Top Ten Awards 
in a pubic relations project. Junior Amanda Morse placed third in a marketing 
project. Retailing students continue to bring home the gold from district and 
state competitions as thirty-four students qualified for the state competition this 
year. 


The Class of 1998 advised by Mr. Haskell, Mr. Branagan and Mrs. Wordell, 
graduated 165 seniors and awarded a certificate of attendance to Japanese 
exchange student, Kosuke Hiura. Brian Jolly, Dan Baptiste and Jason Rae were 
the class leaders with Brian Jolly and Richard Perry recipients of the Principal’s 
Award at graduation exercises held in the Masi Gymnasium on Saturday, June 
13. For the first time seven members of the class were recognized for achieving 
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their Child Care Certificates and another seven for completing the Fire Science 
Program conducted by the Middleboro Fire Department. Sarah Hocking delivered 
the Salutatory address and Brianne Brady gave the Valedictory address. 
Attendance awards were presented to R.J. Leonard, Colleen Tanguay, Amy 
Parker, Michael Abren and Jennifer Freitas. Over $145,000 was awarded in 
local scholarship assistance. In all, graduates qualified for almost a half a million 
dollars in financial aid to colleges and universities. Twenty-two percent of the 
class went directly into the work force while forty-two percent went to four- 
year colleges and thirty percent enrolled in two year, technical and other post 
secondary programs. Four percent of the class joined the military. Forty members 
of the class visited Disneyworld for Grad Nite ’98 in April. 


At Senior Last Assembly held in the Caron Auditorium on Wednesday, June 
3, 1998, thirty-nine members of the class received their gold cord symbolizing 
membership in the National Honor Society. The Silver “M” Society inducted 
five new senior members. Kris Carver received the American Legion Medal which 
was given for the first time in the area of Technology. In addition, Kris received 
a four year scholarship to the University of Massachusetts. Adam Park received 
the first “Jake” Award in Fire Science. Matthew Tucker, National Honor Society 
President, was recognized as a Boys State representative and shared the Spirit 
and Service Award with Lynn Bettencourt. Both Matt Tucker and Erin Sullivan 
were recognized at graduation for their academic and athletic accomplishments. 


The changing face of education presents both challenges and choices to those 
who teach. Changes in curriculum, instruction, faculty, assessment and even in 
our athletic league offer us a great opportunity to meet new people, try new 
ideas and bring fresh approaches to problems and challenges that face us. 
Cooperation, adaptability and a firm collective resolve to deal with change in 
a positive way will allow us to not only meet these challenges but resolve them. 
Since by their very nature, adolescents can add more challenges to faculty and 
administrators as they work their way through a changing era, this town needs 
to feel secure that its programs are reaching into the future to prepare today’s 
students for tomorrow’s demands. Our personnel are adapting to the changing 
climate of education and working closely with students to help them develop 
the skills and knowledge that will make them prepared for the competitive world 
of the twenty-first century.

The group will plan many activities centered around the students and their families.

ANNUAL REPORT - 1997-1998 SCHOOL YEAR 
H.B. BURKLAND SCHOOL 


The Henry B. Burkland School saw many changes during the 1997- 1998 academic 
year, beginnig with the appointment of John Cardoza as Principal and Terrence 
Brooks as Assistant Principal. Also joining our staff were Eileen Penney and 
Kathy Hilton as year-long replacements for teachers on leave; Elizabeth 
Caradimos as building reading specialist and Lynn Sullivan as traveling reading 
instructor; Melinda Madigan and Susan Bettencourt as educational assistants, 
and Jodi Boothman as our secretary. 


The Crisis Response Team implemented a Crisis Response Policy, identifying 
key crises (bomb scares, intruder in building, death of student/staff etc.) and 
distributing procedural booklets to all staff. Team members were assigned specific 
tasks to bring uniformity and organization in the event of an actual crisis. 
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The Building-Based Support Team (BBST) created a new procedural policy for 
the presentation of students’ cases to the Team. Team members’ roles were defined; 
checklists and guidelines were established in order to make the process more 
thorough and uniform. The guidelines summarize students’ strengths and 
weaknesses and provide strategies for working with students in the classroom 
prior to referral. 


Student guidelines for entering/leaving the building, the cafeteria, assemblies, 
etc. were reviewed and updated to make passing from one area to another safer 
and more orderly. 


Parents, students, and teachers were surveyed throughout the year to gather 
information on building and program improvement. This data was very helpful 
to the new administrators in formulating plans for school improvement. 


A “Word of the Month” Program was implemented to keep concepts such as 
honesty, respect, responsibility, etc. at the forefront of daily school activity. All 
teachers discussed the concept represented in the “Word of the Month” and, 
at the end of the month, selected a student whose actions exemplified the positive 
behavior. 


A streamlined process for identifying and selecting Title I students began at 
the Burkland and expanded to the primary levels as a uniform means of placing 
students in Title I. 


New guidelines to assist teachers in utilizing CCC in the classroom were developed. 
The role of the building reading specialist was expanded to include acting as 
a resource person for teachers using CCC and identifying students in need of 
additional help. 


The process of revamping the report card has begun; the new design will provide 
more information to parents. A committee of teachers representing various grade 
_ levels examined sample report cards from various school districts and created 
_ areport card that best serves the school and parents and provides more information 
_ to parents in an easily readable manner. 


A “Principal’s Desk Newsletter,” The Home Connection, and a monthly calendar 
of events are sent home each month to provide continuous communication with 
_ parents and families. 


_ Asystem was put in place to provide substitute teachers with complete information 
$0 that they receive their assignments, duty schedules, lesson plans and materials 
_ upon arrival. 


_ The community service focus was continued as students brought in nonperishable 
_ food items, clothing and toys for distribution to local service organizations. 
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The Bradley Learning Method (Won Way) was introduced to staff at the — 
intermediate level; this is the first step in implementing this multisensory, whole- _ 


| 
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class instructional approach to reading through listening, speaking, writing, and — 


kinesthetic reinforcement. This is the continuation of a program initiated at the 
primary level. 


The Collins Writing Program continued, as teachers were provided with staff 


development activities to support this district-wide initiative. 


The Gates-MacGinitie Tests pre- and post-tests were administered as a means _ 


of measuring reading progress in the 4th through 6th grades. 


Other activities carried-out during the year included an assembly on ancient | 


Egyptian culture and art; the Greek Olympics; Rome Day; a Medieval Faire, 
and an Image-Making Books Program in which students published their books, 
then invited their parents to an Author/IIllustrator’s Tea to view their work. 


Also, Jordan’s Furniture brought its “Aducation” Program to our fifth graders; 
a Soule Farm representative visited to assist in a writing program about 


scarecrows; an ornithologist visited to share slides and artifacts on the rainforest; 


a visit from costumed characters from Plimouth Plantation taught students about — 
life in the early 17th century; a Burkland School fifth grade student was given - 


honorable mention in the poster contest at the New England Flower Show; 


students participated in a telecommunications project with Simmons College | 
to study the impact of insects and birds on the local environment; local historian | 
Walter Thompson informed students about Middleborough’s past; EPIC 


sponsored two informative assemblies: a Historical Perspectives program taught 


Students about the life of Wilma Rudolph, and a Jazz Show provided | 


entertainment and exposure to this musical genre. 


Thanks to our colleagues at the primary level, we shared in a visit by local | 


author Jerry Palotta. Students created a Revolutionary graveyard with 


biographies of actual colonists. The Lakeville Animal Shelter presented a program > 


on the PAWS (Pets Are Worth Saving) initiative. The Invention Convention 


continued with heavy participation, and over 40 local professionals participated | 
in Career Day by introducing their professions to students. The DARE program | 


continued with Officer Ben Mackiewicz Grade 5 parents and students participated 


in a PALMS Science Night, and the R.E.A.D.S. Collaborative sponsored an 
American Sign Language course with excellent participation by Burkland staff.

MAYFLOWER SCHOOL 
ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1997-1998 


This has been a year of excellent achievements for the school system and the 
students within our school have benefited greatly. As the school department 
continues to align our curriculum with the mandates of the Massachusetts 
Curriculum Frameworks, our academic program has been strengthened. 


In the area of reading... 


Ever mindful of the state mandate to ensure that every child learns how to 
tead effectively by the end of third grade, the school’s focus on literacy remains 
constant. The school offers a balanced reading program comprised the use of 
basal readers, authentic literature, and the enjoyment of stories in big books 
as part of a shared reading activity presented by the teacher. This program is 
supported by a strong writing program, the John Collins method, which is a 
technique used across all the subjects. In an effort to continually improve our 
students’ decoding ability, the Bradley Reading Program, formerly called the 
Won Way Phonics, has been initiated in two thirds of our classrooms, with 
the intention of training the remaining one third in the coming year. This program 
has improved our students’ decoding abilities, thereby allowing them to read 
and write at higher levels. Additionally more “little books” were purchased to 
provide an interesting array of reading material for the youngsters to practice 
their new decoding skills. 


Noteworthy is our technology program which has allowed the placement of four 
computers as well as one printer in every classroom within the school. Many 
software programs in reading, writing and math have allowed the primary level 
Student to practice and expand on curriculum objectives presented by the 
classroom teacher. 





The CCC computer program in reading is utilized in the third grade throughout 
the year. A student is placed on his/ her instructional level and works independently 
to meet increasingly more difficult levels of achievement. This provides challenge 
for our top students, as well as remediation for those students who need extra 
_ practice. Our second graders were placed in the reading component of the program 
in January. More and varied software programs are used within the classroom 
to extend skills. 
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At-risk students were identified and serviced by our very capable Title 1 staff 
in an inclusion setting with the classrooms. This “boost” has been very valuable. 


Families were invited to participate in their child’s learning by being part of 
our home/school reading incentive program. Students were either read to by 
parents, or read on their own nightly to develop greater fluency and expand 
interest in the reading process. We also hosted two fun-filled evenings: the Fall 
Family Literacy event was held in the media center, as well as Dr. Spock’s 
birthday party, which gave another opportunity for families to become engaged 
in reading for pleasure. 


Finally, we are pleased to report the excellent results our school received on 
the state-mandated Iowa Test in Reading: 83% of our student scored at the 
proficient or advanced level which places us as the second highest scoring district 
in the entire Southeastern area. 


In the area of math... 


As a result of the work of the Math Curriculum Committee, the new Scott 
Foresman - Addison Wesley math program was purchased for the entire school. 
It is a comprehensive program which in line with the NICM standards and 
includes the use of manipulatives, accents problem-solving activities and the use 
of CD rom computer strand. All teachers participated in training programs during 
the summer and implementation was in September. We anticipate increases in 
student achievement. 


In the area of technology... 


The use of computers and printers as an aid to instruction in the classroom 
has flourished. With four computers and one printer per classroom students 
have had the availability of technology to extend curriculum initiatives and 
projects. 


The full implementation of the CCC individualized program in reading and math 
has been completed on the Grade 3 level. Student progress was monitored by 


the teachers and principals. Second graders were initiated into the program in — 


January. 


Classrooms also have subject specific CD rom programs which students have 
access to in order to practice or extend skills. The use of interactive books has 
been found to be beneficial in the primary grades. 


We look forward to the use of the Internet as an instructional tool during the ~ 


upcoming year. 
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Enhancements to the transitioning of Kindergarten students to the first grade 
were made. The students visited the school in June, followed by a parent meeting 
in August whereby all pertinent information was given to the parents by the 
principal. All teachers as well as EPIC volunteers were outside on the first morning 
to direct the new students to their correct schoolyards. The first day of school 
went very smoothly. Our handbook was sent home during the first week to 
make parents aware of school procedures, calendar of activities as well as 
important phone numbers. Each year we look to further refine this process. 


Once again, appreciation is extended to EPIC, our parent organization for their 
many contributions and support throughout the year. Cultural enrichment events 
that were held at the school included: a dramatic presentation entitled Mistakes 
That Work and Helen Keller, as well as mime, David Cooper. Other events 
sponsored by EPIC include the monthly newsletter to parents, coordination the 
two book fair, SHARP summer enrichment program and the Ice Cream Social 
grand finale held in June. 


This year’s FineArtsful Event included the student art exhibit as well the play, 
Peter Pan, performed by the third grade class. Congratulations to coordinators 
Jan Bichsel, music teacher and Diane Murray, art teacher. This annual event 
is wonderful. 


Mayflower Northern Central and Mayflower Southern School Councils once 
again have been extraordinarily helpful in supporting the school programs. 


We extend thanks and good wishes to the following staff members who have 
retired during the year: Dorothy Greene, Consulting Teacher of Reading; Marge 


Levesque, Grade 2 Teacher and Mary Day, Grade 3 Teacher. Their impact on 


the students entrusted to their care has been tremendous. They will be missed!

ANNUAL REPORT 1997-98 
LYNCH SCHOOL AND SCHOOL STREET SCHOOL 
The 1997/98 school year at the Dr Lincoln D. Lynch School and at the School 


Street School has been another year of general stability and the strengthening 
and enrichment of the academic program. 
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The Lynch School welcomed another 280 kindergartners to the Middleboro Public 
Schools. Staffing changes included Mrs. Jamie Pratt as the school nurse and 
Mrs. Kathy Scanlon as a full time special needs aide with Ms. Ginny Latham 
in the preschool classes. The integration of special needs students into “regular” 
classes continued with successful programs at both the preschool and kindergarten 
level. Mrs. Theresa Craig initiated a new special needs program for preschool 
students. Mrs. Deborah Perry and Mrs.Cathy Bernier served as aides in this 
new integrated class. We also welcomed Mrs. Alison Maksy as a Title 1 aide 
and Mrs. Helen Churchill as a Senior Volunteer aide for all year. 


This school year was the first group under a new kindergarten policy that moved 
the starting age for kindergarten to five years old by September | of the K 
year. More and more is expected of our young learners and this age adjustment 
has help make sure that our students are academically and emotionally ready 
for school. We also changed the historic “switch” of sessions in the middle of 
the school year. For the first time, children assigned to morning session stayed 
in that session all year long, as did the afternoon children in their PM session. 
This was a considerable improvement over past years when established schedules, 
work times, and babysitting arrangements had to change for all K students when 
the AM and PM groups switched. 


Academically, our K teachers are trying the new Bradley Phonics program and 
doing much more with computers. We established an Apple GS computer lab 
that lets each child in a class sit at his or her own computer and use age appropriate 
software. It is amazing to see these young kids take to these machines without 
the slightest worry or concern. So unlike we adults. New Power Mac computers 
are also being used in all classrooms. 


At School Street School, the staff welcomed another two classes of new first 
graders to join their two groups of second and third grade veterans. This was 
the fourth year of operation following major renovations. School Street School 
also has a modern, full size elevator. In the area of academics, our third graders 
have used CCC software in reading and math on the classroom computers. These 
area self-paced lessons that allow students to progress at their own speed. During 
this year, second graders joined there older friends on CCC for the first time. 
School Street was also the site for a “mini-course” by EPIC/PTA during the 
year. These special after school enrichment classes were fun and academically 
stimulating. Our “Academic Enrichment Committee” was in place for another — 
year to support the academic program. The Committee sponsored different “Mini- 
Units” during the year. For the first time our School Street students visited 
the Middleboro Historical Museum. Each grade focused on a different aspect 
of the rich history of our town. The third graders also visited the Robbins Museum 
for a wonderful lesson on our local Native American history. Our classes were 
the first school groups to visit the Robbins Museum. These rich local resources 
will continue to be part of School Street’s efforts to incorporate local history 
into our curriculum. 
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In both schools, parent participation has played a major role in student success 
and school improvement. Very active parent volunteer programs have provided 
thousands of hours of volunteer support. These dedicated parents, grandparents, 
and friends have helped with everything from sweeping up after snack time to 
providing tutoring support for kids having trouble with an area of the curriculum. 
At both schools, the School Improvement Councils met to structure the “School 
Improvement Plan” for the next school year and to help with the implementation 
of the plans for the 97/98 year. The Councils are a combination of parents, 
teachers, the principal, and a representative of the community. Their dedication 
and commitment has helped move both schools forward academically and through 
improvements in the physical plants. Newsletters were produced at both schools. 


Both schools are enthusiastic about the addition of technology as a tool for 
their students. We look forward to learning and teaching in new and exciting 


"ways. The combination of dedicated staff and committed, supportive parents 
_ should give the students of the Lynch and School Street Schools a firm foundation 
_ for the next millennium.

ANNUAL REPORT 1997-98 
DEPARTMENT OF ATHLETICS, HEALTH AND P.E. 


_ The 1997-98 school year saw 268 boys and 247 girls participate in the interscholastic 
athletics program. In relationship to the total high school population, this 
_ Tepresents a participation rate of 51% for male athletes and 61% for female 
_ athletes. The overall participation rate in 1997-98 was 55% which represents 
an 18% decline from 1996-97. 





The athletic department ended the year with a positive balance of approximately 
$15,000. This money will be carried over for use during the 1998-99 school year. 
With the addition of athletic programs (golf in 1997-98 and possibly M.J.H.S. 
soccer in 1998-99), increases in coaches’ salaries and official’s payments, and 
generally rising costs, this amount of money will lend well toward stabilizing 
the financial position of the athletic department throughout 1998-99. 








M.H.S. will enter the newly formed Patriot League in the fall of 1998 after 
the recent realignment of the Pilgrim Conference member schools. Seven towns 
make up this league: Middleboro, Randolph, Hingham, Scituate, Mashpee, East 
_ Bridgewater and Rockland. The smaller enrollments of these schools (as compared 
to the Atlantic Coast League) and the increased opportunities to add non-league 
| games to the various schedules should help place M.H.S. in a more compatible, 
competitive situation. Also, Nick Narciso, a recent M.H.S. graduate, has been 
_ credited for co-designing the new Patriot League logo. 





| Several individual athletes earned distinction through league and area all-star 
» selections in 1997-98. Most notable, perhaps, were the efforts of high jumper 
Chuck Westgate who placed in state, New England and national level 
' competitions, establishing a new school record of 6’7” in the process. From a 
team standpoint, our spring softball and baseball teams qualified for and 
| participated in the state M.I.A.A. tournaments. The baseball team won Atlantic 
. Coast League championship honors. 
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The golf program was restored in 1997-98 under the leadership of Coach Joe 
Callahan. This program was eliminated several years ago due to lack of funding, 
but has been fully restored this year through the budget process. Plans have 
been formulated to add boy’s and girl’s soccer at the jr. high level in 1998- 
99, Also, research is being done regarding the use of an on-line (internet) scouting 
service that would be available to all M.H.S. athletes throughout the school 
year. Also, a coaches handbook developed by the athletic department was utilized 
this year and brought national attention to M.H.S. in the form of an article 
about our handbook in Athletic Management magazine. 


The grade 9-11 students participated in the newly developed wellness program 
at M.H.S. This wellness program has replaced the health and physical education 
programs and is compatible with the health curriculum frameworks guidelines. 
New activities and approaches appear as part of this program and thus far has 
been successful. 


The Department of Education continued funding of the Health Protection Grant 
with a sum of $81,596 to the Middleborough Public Schools. Money from this 
grant is used to help provide a comprehensive health education program in grades 
1-11, 


The grant provided one faculty member at both the junior and senior high schools. 
The grant money also assisted in providing student and staff training in C.P.R., 
the purchase of the Great Body Shop for grades 1-3 and 6, and the implementation 
of a student behavior assessment survey.

Staff changes continued to occur within the Pupil Personnel Services Department 
with the appointment of Mrs. Patricia Hager to a Grade 2 position, Ms. Lisa 
Robarts’ leave of absence and the resignation of Miss Kristine Ricciardi. The 
Department welcomed new staff members: Mrs. Jennifer Webber, Adjustment 
Counselor/ Psychologist; Ms. Jennifer Jenkins and Mrs. Esther Dernier (leave 
replacement), Special Needs Teachers; Mrs. Christine Souza, Speech Language 
Pathologist; and Mrs. Jacqueline Allison, Mrs. Janet Bettencourt, Mrs. Patricia 
Condry, Mrs. Alison Howes (reassigned), Mrs. Janice Mullen, Mrs. Katherine 
Strader, Teacher Aides. Coordinators and administrative department heads have 
described their areas of responsibility in their separate reports. 
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SPECIAL EDUCATION PROGRAMS 


In each program offered to students in the range of special education services 
K-12 the complexity of student issues - academically, psychologically, and 
medically - continues to challenge the teachers, specialists, and support staff. 
Individually and collectively they have responded with an emerging confidence 
in providing quality instruction and supports to students. Simultaneously the 
department has expanded its efforts in bringing consultants to the 
muitidisciplinary team discussion in addressing student issues. Personnel from 
the May Center, READS Collaborative, Department of Mental Retardation, 
Massachusetts Rehabilitation Commission, ComCare, Community Partnerships, 
the Carroll Center, and various evaluators have met with students and staff 
to strengthen the services and help address the complex issues presented by our 
local students. 


In the area of vocational and prevocational services, many local businesses 
continue to offer training and employment opportunities for students with 
disabilities. Their response and support is heartening to both the students and 
their families as they face a challenging future. Thank you! 


One of the highlights of the year was the introduction of a six-week Summer 
Inclusion Program, which enrolled thirty-four students with and without special 
needs from Grades 2-6. It was a well coordinated effort among the School 
Department, Park Department, YMCA, Parent Advisory Council, and the 
Department of Mental Retardation and was conducted at Memorial Junior High 
School. The goals of the program were to increase peer-supported recreational, 
leisure, and academic opportunities as well as provide cooperative learning, 
community awareness, and physical fitness activities in the local community. 
Student, parent, and staff responses reflected both a positive and rewarding 
experience, one to be definitely repeated. 


Technology continued to impact both student instruction and administrative 
software. A variety of computer-adapted devices and software have been made 
available to students who are visually, physically, and/or cognitively challenged. 
This assistive technology has provided students with facilitated access to computers 
in our schools. The software for the Individualized Educational Plans for students 
was introduced on a Windows platform in January. After a series of training 
opportunities many of the initial “glitches” have been worked out for this program 
to operate independently of the School’s network. 


GUIDANCE, COUNSELING, AND PSYCHOLOGICAL SERVICES 


The Guidance Department continued to offer many activities and programs to 
students and parents throughout the year. In addition to newsletters, cable 
television, and the Middleboro Gazette, the School Department website was 
used to highlight events. An administrative management software program was 
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introduced in each Guidance Office 7-12, and each Counselor participated in 
training. This program has greatly facilitated changes in student scheduling as 
well as responding to transcript requests. Again this year many activities including 
mini-college and career fairs, orientation visits, testing, and information sessions 
were arranged for students in transition from Grade 8 to 9 and from High School 
in pursuit of college and career opportunities. The MJHS staff processed 124 
Grade 8 student applications to vocational, private and parochial high schools, 
as well as 50 applications to Project Contemporary Competitiveness. Of those, 
63 students enrolled in vocational and 18 in private or parochial high schools, 
46 in P.C.C. Of final note, to further improve guidance services and offer a 
developmental guidance curriculum, the position of Guidance Department Head 
for Grades 7-12 was created. 


Our thanks go out to Mr. Michael St. Germain of ComCare for assisting students 
needing counseling at Burkland School during a staffing vacancy and to ComCare 
for providing support with student emergencies during the year. MHM (Mental 
Health Management) has continued to provide another important supplementary 
school-based counseling program to referred students and families. We also 
recognize Peer Mediation as a viable and successful student assistance program 
that begins at Grade 6. Each of these programs provides valuable support to 
our Adjustment Counseling, Psychological Services, and Guidance Staff. 


HEALTH SERVICES 


With the advent of computer technology, student health data is gradually being 
linked into the administrative management program, beginning with Kindergarten 
students. Direct service activities involving the School Nurses during the year 
included a Hepatitis B Clinic for students in Grades 6 and 12, a Measles-Mumps- 
Rubella #2 Clinic for Grade 6, and a Flu Clinic for faculty and support staff. 
The cooperative assistance of the local Board of Health and EPIC volunteers 
was as always greatly appreciated during various health service endeavors! 


CONCLUSION 


The many elements of educational reform mean vast changes in instructional 
and support strategies that are intended to enhance student performance. Our 
efforts must increasingly be integrated within and outside the schools to be effective 
for the students we serve. Providing modifications to student instruction and — 
testing, assisting in school-to-career transitions, and health care intervention for 
at-risk students are but a few highlights of the challenge the Pupil Personnel 
Services Staff faced in 1998.

The move to the new offices on Centre Street shed a new light on our work, 
WINDOWS. 


We took in 860 permits and collected $175,542.25 in fees for building, occupancy, 
demolition, signs, certificates and photo copies. 


There were 81 new single family housing starts with the estimated value of 
construction of $7,196,641. 


Total estimated value of all construction starts, new or renovations to residential 
and commercial properties was $41,164,675. Total commercial estimated 
construction value of $30,155,028, was largely due to the new Tiger Nichols 
Middle School, Butler Automatic, Sager Electronics and Serta Bedding located 
on Leona Drive, various smaller light manufacturing buildings and the new 
clubhouse for Oak Point. 


Total fees taken by the entire Building Department, including Plumbing, Gas 
and Wiring was $291,873.75. 


Again, it has been a pleasure to serve the Town of Middleborough, and I look 
forward to our town’s further future growth and development.

I am pleased to submit to the Town of Middleborough an overview of some 
of the major developments and initiatives accomplished this past year at Bristol; 
Plymouth. 
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In October we opened our newest technical program, Computer Information 
Technology. This program provides students with experience in using state-of- 
the-art Computer Technology with an emphasis on the application of technical 
skills in a variety of occupational areas. 


In order to further accommodate student needs in the area of computer technology, 
two additional classrooms were outfitted as computer labs. These areas will enable 
students to utilize computer technology as a tool in the development of language 
arts and communication skills, 


Our outside construction program had a busy year. Students completed 
construction on a storage facility for the Park and Recreation Commission in 
Bridgewater as well as constructing the Holiday scene on the Taunton Green. 
The program participants were also busy building two projects in Middleborough; 
a storage building for the Counc:l On Aging and an open-air nature center for 
Camp Yomechas. 


The school’s summer exploratory program for students in grades seven and eight 
was expanded to include sessions in the areas of Culinary Arts, Pastry Arts, 
Electronics, Graphic Arts, Carpentry, Machine Shop, and Babysitting Preparation 
and Infant/ Child CPR. 


As of September, Bristol-Plymouth is accommodating the largest student 
enrollment in the history of the school with 877 students. Applications for 
enrollment continue to increase. 


The 123 members of the class of 1998 attained a 95% graduate placement record. 
The Practical Nursing class of 33 students successfully passed the National Council 
of Nurses Licensing Examination. 


The continuing education program continues to grow in popularity with area 
residents. The enrollments for the fall/winter sessions were the largest to date 
with the addition of new courses in computers and culinary arts. 


In November, twenty-one educators from throughout New England spent three 
days at BP conducting a review of the school. I am proud to report that the 
New England Association of Schools and Colleges has announced that the school 
has received reaccreditation which continues until 2008. 


The Bristol-Plymouth Regional Technical School District appreciates the strong 
support from its member municipalities and we once again look forward to 
another productive year.

The Auxiliary Police report is attached to the Police Department’s report 
The Town of Middleborough is fortunate to have men and women who are 
willing to donate their time. I am very proud to be associated with them. 


S.A.R.A. (Superfund Amendments and Reauthorization Act of 1986) continues 
to assist in the area of chemicals in the Town of Middleborough. Under SARA, 
the Middleborough Civil Defense/Emergency Management Agency is also 
responsible for hazardous material training for the town. During 1998 I worked 
with the Community Right To Know officer Jeff Merritt to insure the residents 
are informed of their rights under S.A.R.A. regarding the properties of certain 
chemicals. Again, in 1998 there were no requests from town residents. 


] attended the state and federal emergency management agency sponsored monthly 
meetings for Civil Defense/Emergency Management Agency personnel.

In July 1998 Captain David Beland retired. Dave began as a Call Firefighter 
at South Station and was hired as a permanent firefighter in May 3, 1976 and 
worked at the South Station for many years until 1984, when he was transferred 
to Central Station. 


1998 was the first year that the Fire Department returned to staffing levels of 
7 firefighters per group since 1988. I appreciate the support of the Board of 
Selectmen, Finance Committee and-all the residents.

REPORT OF THE TRAINING OFFICER FOR YEAR 1998 


Monthly practices were held covering subjects ranging from First Responders 
First - Aid and CPR as required by State Law), on shift training throughout 
the year, to Fire Tactics and Strategy, and affiliation with industries. 


In service training was held with American Medical Response and a class on 
Elderly abuse was conducted by Old Colony Elderly Services, Inc. 


Impact classes from Massachusetts Fire Academy on subjects such as Confined 
Space and Natural Gas Emergencies. 


In the month of March a class was held by the Massachusetts Fire Academy 
on Arson Awareness. This class was a certificate class for Permanent and Call 
Firefighters. 


In the month of June a class was held by Ammonia Safety and Training Institution, 
Mateca, Ca. on Ammonia Emergency. The class was held at the Ocean Spray 
facility on Wood St. 


In the month of November a Live Burn practice was held at the Pratt Farm. 
This practices was a drill on Ventilation, Fire Suppression, Ladders, Pump 
operations, S.C.B.A., and Fire Ground Operations. This drill was attended by 
both Call and Permanent Firefighters. Mutual Aid standby was provided by 
Lakeville Fire Dept. and AMR. The Ladies Auxiliary was on hand to provide 
lunch and refreshments. 


In its second year now, the Middleborough Fire Department is working with 
the Middleboro High School in a collaborative effort to instruct selected seniors 
in the fundamentals of Firefighting. Through this year-long course, the eight 
students enrolled this year will learn about Firefighter safety, Fire Science, Fire 
Suppression, Forcible Entry, Rescue and Extrication, and many other important 
topics. This class is taught according to the guidelines of the International Fire 
Service Training Association (IFSTA) and includes both classroom lectures and 
hands-on practical evaluation of the skills the students have been taught. Although 
there is no formal certification that comes from attending this science elective, 
the seniors are given basically the same training as every other firefighter in 
the country whose department uses the IFSTA standards. This year’s class is 
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being instructed by Captain William Burke, and Firefighters Scott Turney, Dana 
Fontaine and Brian Leary. These four professional firefighters from the 
Middleborough Fire Department are very often assisted by the on duty personnel 
during difficult exercises being performed outside. The eight seniors participating 
in this years program are Christopher Benson, Stephen Gamache, Joshua 
Goodrich, William Goodrich, Gunnar Gudmundson, Ben Hughes, James Keiley 
and William Keiley. 


The many and varied dangers faced by today’s firefighters make an extensive 
program very necessary. We wish to thank the many businesses and agencies 
that helped us throughout the year. We will continue in the next year to conduct 
as many programs as time and budgets allow.

REPORT OF COMMUNICATION OFFICER 


1998 was a busy year for the communications branch of The Middleboro Fire 
Department. All permanent Firefighters now have portable VHF-High Band 
tadios which allow them to communicate with center station along with the 
fire ground. 


Studies have gone on throughout the year of ways to improve our radio 
communications. Middleboro is a unique because of its extensive area. FM signals 
have to reach further than in other towns. This causes areas of the town to 
have dead spots The best solution to this problem we have found would be 
to relocate our antenna to the water tower on Barden Hill. This could be done 
at a very reasonable cost and would keep it on town property. 


Monitor pagers which alert permanent and call Firefighters are getting old. Most 
minor repairs took place within the department and did not require sending 
out for repairs. This resulted in considerable savings for the department, however, 
some radios will soon need to be replaced.

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RESCUE REPORT 


The Middleborough Fire Department Rescue Squad consists of Permanent 
Firefighters and a select group of Call Firefighters. Each month, this group 
receives special training in addition to their regular monthly firefighter training. 
Because several new firefighters were added to the Rescue Squad this year, all 
of the Rescue Squad drills concentrated around motor vehicle extrication. Motor 
vehicle extrication makes up the vast majority of Rescue Squad responses. This 
special training helps keep firefighters proficient in the use of hand tools and 
power equipment needed to provide this service. Some of the tools used at motor 
vehicle accidents are saws, prying tools, air bags, and hydraulic tools better 
known as the “Jaws of Life”. Thanks to Walter Zion, a local auto salvage yard 
owner, firefighters had several opportunities to train with rescue tools on wrecked 
automobiles. On March 25, the Rescue Squad participated with the 
Middleborough Police, American Medical Response, and Boston MedFlight in 
the filming of a special Roll Call, a local cable television program. This program 
demonstrated the roles played by each agency at motor vehicle accidents. In 
November of this year, we were fortunate to receive training from Hurst, a 
“Jaws of Life” manufacturer. During this training exercise the firefighters were 
exposed to the latest techniques in motor vehicle extrication. Next year I would 
like to expand training to include other aspects of rescue such as trench and 
building collapse, confined spaces, and rope rescue. 


In 1998, the Middleborough Fire Department Rescue responded to nearly three 
hundred calls. The nature of the calls varied greatly. However, most were motor 
vehicle accidents. With each passing year the number of calls responded to by 
the Rescue has increased. The Fire Department’s need for a new rescue has 
now become desperate. The current truck used to respond to these calls is a 
retired 1972 Chevrolet auto parts delivery van that was donated to the Fire 
Department. In consideration of it’s age and intended use as a delivery truck, 
it’s dependability is questionable when’ responding to emergency calls. It is 
imperative the Town expedite the development of a plan to replace this vehicle 
with a new rescue that is designed as an emergency vehicle. Further, the “Jaws 
of Life’ we operate have been in service since the mid 1970's. Like the rescue 
truck, the age of these tools warrant great concern for their reliability.

STUDENT AWARENESS OF FIRE EDUCATION — S.A.F.E. 


The Student Awareness of Fire Education (S.A.F.E.) Program is entering its 
eighth season. We work with Kindergarten, grades 1, 2, and 4 in the elementary 
schools. We also do classes for both public and private Pre-schools plus various 
private groups like the boy scouts, brownies etc. We have established a relationship 
with the school systems where they recognize the need for our program within, 
and have assisted us in every way possible. The materials handed out in the 
schools have been encouraged to go home to the parents to get “Fire Safe” 
in the home as well. We are in the school three times a year for each grade 
that we teach. 


The Fire Department with several firefighters and a pumper (Engine 5), did 
our S.A.F.E. program for the Y.M.C.A. camp not only from Middleborough, 
but from other surrounding towns. We had sessions where the parents were 
invited to hear the Fire Department talk to their children on Fire Safety and 
our S.A.F.E program giving them some helpful tips in how to make sure they 
are careful with their smoking materials. Also introduced “The Fire Pup” into 
this program. The children especially.enjoyed sitting and taking with the Fire 
Pup during the question and answer periods. The Fire Pup suit was a generous 
donation from town merchants and used during our annual Fire Prevention 
Week Open House which is sponsored by Papa Gino’s. 


The educators from the Fire Department include: Captain George Andrade, 
Lieutenant James Farrah, Lieutenant Debra Burke, Firefighter Jon Sayward, 
Firefighter Scott Turney and Firefighter Brian Leary. 


The Middleborough Fire Department is entering its Eighth year of the Juvenile 
Firesetters Intervention Program (JFS). this program continues to educate 
children ages four to seventeen who are involved in fire play or delinquent behavior 
associated with fire and fire alarms. In 1998, the JFS program taught fire safety 
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to 16 youths consisting of approximately 113 hours of class time in a one-on- 
one setting with a certified instructor. This represents another decrease in the 
totals from the previous year. the Middleborough Fire Department JFS has 
continued to be a leader in this field for the immediate geographical area. The 
department has assisted other communities with educational needs, advice, and 
developing their own JFS programs. The JFS educators for the program are: 
Lieutenant James Farrah and Lieutenant Debra Burke in their eight years, Captain 
George Andrade in his sixth year and Firefighter Scott Turney in his fourth 
year. 


MIDDLEBORO COUNCIL ON AGING 1998 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Council on Aging, in 1998, saw the retirement of two of its longest-tenured 
employees — Mrs. Mary Frenchko and Mrs. Margaret Turnbull. Mrs. Frenchko 
had worked for the COA more than eighteen years, and rose through the ranks 
to become Assistant to the Director. Mrs. Turnbull worked for the COA for 
seventeen years and, prior to that, had been an instructor at night school in 
Middleborough. Both individuals were conscientious and devoted employees who 
genuinely enjoyed the satisfaction of serving the senior population in 
Middleborough. 


Unfortunately, Mrs. Frenchko, who had been experiencing health problems during 
the last few years of her work, passed away in early November 1998. 


During 1998 the COA had its full complement of management and senior staff 
for the first time in more than two years. With the exception of one clerical 
position which experienced some turnover, all other staff positions were filled 
throughout the year. Having a full complement of staff enabled the agency to 
operate more efficiently and effectively, and allowed it to pursue and try new 
activities and programs to better meet the needs of the senior population. 


The transportation program continued its contractual work with GATRA — 
the Greater Attleboro-Taunton Regional (Transit) Authority — to provide 
inexpensive in-town transportation to elderly and disabled citizens, as well as 
daily transportation to social services for handicapped adults residing in 
Middleborough. Additionally, the COA provides daily mini-bus transportation 
for elementary school special needs students in Middleborough. One of the 
problem areas that became increasingly apparent over the course of the year 
was the need for extended afternoon hours (until 5 P.M.) for medical appointments 
for our seniors. Budgetary limits precluded us being able to operate beyond 
3 P.M., resulting in some seniors having to change appointments or pay high 
fares (on very limited incomes) for private taxi service. We intend to address 
this problem in 1999 by providing more hours of subsidized transportation service. 
The continued availability of ten-trip passbooks for seven dollars and fifty cents 
($7.50) makes these trips a real bargain and blessing for seniors on limited incomes. 
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The COA still provides regularly scheduled trips to supermarkets, the Silver 
City Galleria and other favorite shopping spots. Special weekend trips to large 
shopping malls around the holidays are also provided. 


With the continued help of devoted volunteers — and we always need more 
— the COA was able to provide transportation to elderly and disabled 
Middleborough individuals who had important and necessary out-patient 
appointments at major medical facilities in Boston, Brockton, Quincy, Plymouth 
and elsewhere. Without this very helpful and inexpensive service (the cost is 
only a voluntary donation by the passenger), many elderly and disabled citizens 
would be literally unable to get the necessary rehabilitative and post-operative 
medical care they need to remain relatively healthy and/or independent. 


In keeping with the tradition of offering a variety of activities and trips off- 
site, the COA continued to provide a variety of trips to different destinations, 
both in-state and out-of-state. Monthly trips to Foxwoods are still popular, as 
well as “leaf-peeping” in Vermont, trips to Pennsylvania Dutch country and 
the like. 


On-site activities that are still popular are billiards, bingo, card games, painting, 
crafts and square, line and round dancing. A cultural arts grant which supported 
the painting of various local, historic sites has been completed and the pictures 
will be shown in the library and other public buildings for the next few months. 


One of the more important activities provided at the COA, but often overlooked, 
is that of providing support groups. Currently support groups are offered for 
individuals in the following areas: 


Alzheimer’s Disease Vision Impairment 
Bereavement Parkinson’s Disease 
Breast Cancer 


Additionally, the COA provided a variety of educational forums in estate planning, 
rehabilitative services, tax planning and general health-related topics to increase 
awareness, detection and treatment of various types of illnesses and diseases. 


These health forums were supplemented by visiting professionals who provided 
direct services on-site, as well as local visiting nurses associations and the continued 
and dedicated Public Health Nurses provided by the Town who continue to 
provide blood pressure clinics and flu shot clinics for hundreds of people every 
year, 


The Fuel Assistance program continued under the administrative sponsorship 
and direction of the South Shore Community Action Council. 
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The SHINE (Serving Health Information Needs of Elderly) Program became 
increasingly busy over the course of the year as Medicare health coverage became 
a major political topic due to cutbacks in medication coverage by HMO’s. The 
confusion and difficulties created for seniors who had chosen to use an HMO 
in lieu of regular Medicare coverage created an even greater demand for the 
need to explain and clarify health services coverage. It is the role and intention 
of the SHINE Coordinator to maintain an up-to-date information file on all 
Medicare health-related matters and to train her volunteer counselors so they 
are able to promptly and effectively serve our senior citizens in this very important 
area. 


This past year the COA received a special Incentive Grant from the Executive 
Office of Elderly Affairs (EOEA) to survey the needs and status of individuals 
aged 65-100 in the town of Middleborough. At the time of this report being 
prepared we have completed most of the phone calling necessary for the survey 
and we will soon tabulate the results. One of the very positive initial impressions 
from the survey is that a great majority of individuals up to age 70 in our 
town are quite active and relatively healthy. Simultaneously we have also seen 
a need for outreach services to seniors who are physically and socially isolated 
or disadvantaged, and it is our intention to provide outreach services to them 
on a continuing basis. 


Part of the outreach efforts provided by the COA are through paid staff and 
adult volunteers. Some efforts are also provided by volunteers who are student 
interns. The COA has developed internship relationships with both Bridgewater 
State College and Stonehill College, which has proven to be valuable to the 
schools and the COA. More recently we have also accepted student interns from 
Middleborough High School. These students work in the food service and 
administrative areas of the agency. 


The COA has also continued its history of providing a variety of entertainment 
in the cultural arts and has hosted a variety of entertainers, most often through 
the financial support of the Middleborough Cultural Arts Council, which is the 
local funding agent for the Mass. Cultural Council. We are grateful to both 
for making many special activities possible. 


In an effort to better serve the senior citizens of our town, we have introduced 
some new events, such as our Father’s Day Cookout, Intergenerational Halloween 
Party and our Holiday Gala, which was held in December. We hope to develop 
more special events and activities that our senior citizens and members of other 
generations can enjoy. 
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Our past year has been a very busy, productive and enjoyable one. The COA 
continues to be served by a dedicated group of staff and volunteers who genuinely 
care for and are committed to all the townspeople of Middleborough. I am 
pleased to be a part of this wonderful agency, and I invite you to visit and 
use our wonderful center as often as you wish.

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MIDDLEBOROUGH PUBLIC LIBRARY ANNUAL REPORT 1998 


In 1998, the changing information services environment challenged the 
Middleborough Library Community to make certain that the infrastructure and 
staffing were in place to be able to serve the public’s varied library needs now 
and in the future. 


New and replacement wiring paved the way for a Local Area Network (LAN) 
in 1999. Town Meeting approved funding for an Information Systems Librarian, 
additional hours for Library Technicians and a 26% increase in the book budget. 


Benefits from having a full-time Information Systems Librarian were immediately 
apparent. Patrons and Staff problems with the Library’s hardware and software 
were solved in a timely way. Free classes on the Internet and Word Processing 
were prepared to be offered early in 1999. 


Half of the requested additional hours for Library Technicians was funded, but 
just this much made a big difference in the staffing of the two circulation desks. 


New fiction and updated nonfiction made borrowers very happy as the increased 
book budget was utilized. 


Changing times were reflected in a mixed bag of year-end statistics. There were 
6,404 people using our computers this year, showing a 26% decrease over last 
year. The Meeting Room hosted 362 meetings with 7,728 people attending. 
Circulation showed only a 0.4% increase over last year. The number of library 
card holders went up 7.3 %. State Minimum Standards were met so that the 
Library was awarded $20,609 making it possible to pay the annual ABLE fee 
for the automated network. 


Volunteers 


There were 72 volunteers logging 1,998 hours shelving, book processing, cleaning, 
database management, committee work and newsletter folding and mailing. 
Decorating for holidays, plant care, landscaping, cutting and pasting for children’s 
programs, doing the patron survey are all volunteer jobs which at the minimum 
wage would be worth $10,190, if they were paid with money. They are paid 
with job satisfaction and gratitude. Thanks to all volunteers. The Library can’t 


do without them. 


Board of Trustees 


It was with regret that the Board of Trustees accepted the resignations of 
Marguerite Gammons and Robert Gross. They served on the Board since 1989 
and they are missed. Two new Irustees were welcomed during the year. They 
are Edward Pratt and Nancy Legan. Mr. Pratt serves on the Investment and 
Finance Committees. Mrs. Legan on the Publicity and Book Committees. The 
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Trustees continue to monitor the Long Range Plan, approve the budget, and 
manage the Trusts and Endowment Funds. A column in the Middleboro Gazette 
was begun and plans were made for a cable show in order to reach out to 
the public. 


It was with great sorrow that the Trustees learned of the death of Ellie Trainer, 
former President of the Trustees and Chair of the Building Committee. Her 
contributions of time and talent over many years were incalculable. 


Friends of the Library 


The Annual Meeting elected Ann Ventura, President; Paul Battistini, Vice 
President; Laurie Lemmo, Treasurer; Barbara Wood, Secretary and Ken 
Maddigan, Corresponding Secretary. New Member Tanya April-Treciak was 
welcomed. Alice Elwell, Jane Pickering, Gina Leonard and Jim Okolita stayed 
on the Board. The resignation of Marilyn Field was accepted with regret. The 
work of the Friends is to support the Library through fundraising, volunteering 
and advocacy. The following are just a few of the over $15,000 worth of items 
given to the Library this past year: tables, puppets, children’s programs, 
maintenance of aquarium, mailing supplies for “Library Lines”, Thompson Slide 
Project, employee longevity pins, stuffed animals and other needed items. The 
Birthday Club continues to add to the Endowment. Over $2,100 was donated 
in 1998. Money raised from the Love Boat Dance, the Plant Sale, the Book 
Sales all contributed to quality public library services. 


Thompson Slide Preservation Committee colunteered over 665 hours over a period 
of two years to product the CD, “Middleboro. A Pictoral History”, collected 
by Walter O. Thompson, Jr. It is now available in the Library and for sale 
by the Friends. Thanks to all 13 volunteers and especially Janet Griffith, Chair 
of the Committee. : 


Staff 


Six members of the staff celebrated over ten years as library staff members 
at a breakfast sponsored by the Trustees and Friends. They are Bill Freitag, 
Mary Cook, Danielle Bowker, Marilyn Kahian, Joanne Tannone and Marilyn 
Pope. 


Members attended workshops to keep skills current. Danielle Bowker continues 
to serve as Chair of ABLE Technical Services Committee; Marjorie Judd served 
as President and Past President of Massachusetts Library Association, Marilyn 
Pope is on the Jordan Miller Committee. In November, Dale Irving joined the 
Staff as the Information Systems Librarian. 


Youth Services 


Marilyn Pope, Youth Services Librarian, reports that 4,978 people attended 194 
children’s programs this year. There were 72 Preschool Story Hours with 705 
attendees, 48 toddler Storytimes and 800 attending. The Storytelling Festeival 
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drew 133 people. The summer reading program saw 1,299 people at programs 
and 488 registered for the Reading Program, reading 3,773 hours. 582 students 
visited the Library with their classes, including every Kindergarten. Children’s 
Room Staff answered 648 Reference Questions and 2,160 people used the 
computers. Other programs and services were provided making for a busy year 
in the Children’s Library. | 


Reference/ Adult Services 


Betty Brown, Reference Librarian, reports that there were 2,786 requests for 
subject assistance. More requests for help came from people trying to navigate 
the Internet, use on-line databases and work with the word processors than 
ever before, also more subject requests were answered by means of the Web. 


Technical Services 


As in previous years, the Technical Services Department has been very busy 
with the acquisition of 7,145 books and 552 non-print items. Each book and 
media item must be added to the ABLE database and processed for circulation. 
The additional hours for part-time employees and the generous volunteer hours 
have made a great difference in the work flow. 


Grants and Gifts 


The Peirce Trustees continue to donate the New York Times on microfilm and 
maintain other reference sources. Passes to the museums were donated by: The 
Lions Club of Middleboro, EPIC, L.H. Chace and Sons Chevrolet, Friends 
of the Library, Perrone Family, Helen Holmes, Sue Dunphy, the Patrons of 
the Middleborough Public Library and the Customers of Stop and Shop. 


The Massachusetts Cultural Council partially sponsored Storytelling Festival. 
The Mayflower Bank sponsored in part the Summer Reading Program, and 
funds protective envelopes for patron library cards and bookmarks. The Lobl 
Trust, Rock Village Library Corp., the National Alliance for the Mentally Ill, 
the Golden Eagle Fund donated either money or materials, The Cabot Club 
donated the Bulletin Board Kiosk on the Main Floor. Others have donated 
time and/or money to the Library. All are appreciated. All made a difference.

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REPORT OF MIDDLEBORO PARK DEPARTMENT 


An eleven week supervised program was offered during June, July and August. 
The program included swimming; with lessons being taught in the morning to 
our youngest, and recreational swimming being offered to all in the afternoon, 
Specialized programs were also available for competitive swimming and swim 
phonics. Tennis lessons were taught in the morning and competitive tennis was 
available afternoons and evenings on our lighted tennis courts. 


The area of Reed’s Corner has been set aside for our youngest children ages 
3 to 8 years with age appropriate equipment available throughout the year. Parents 
must accompany children in this area. Adult supervision is provided from May 
to September. 


Our field activity programs were provided each morning and included instruction 
and competition in baseball, softball, track, basketball, field hockey, soccer, 
football and archery. The final week of the program was Olympic Week in which 
all ages were encouraged to participate. 


Our skills camps were offered each afternoon in soccer, baseball, basketball and 
track. 


The Park Department provides services to our school department and other 
community groups in the form of facilities and equipment throughout the year. 


This past year it has been interesting to watch our skateboard park develop. 
This project, like others in town, has advanced because of the interest shown 
by a group of parents. The equipment, to this point, has been provided by the 
participants’ fund raising efforts. The Park Department and the parents group 
are negotiating with other sources to bring this new area something more 
permanent. 


On August 12, 1998, the Park Department held its annual “Weenie Roast” and 
called “The First Annual Joe Masi Day.” Our Superintendent and friend had 
passed away in May. “Joe” was honored with the naming of the field house 
and the placing of a plaque which read:

REPORT OF THE MIDDLEBOROUGH HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Middleborough Housing Authority submits this report to the Town of 
Middleborough of its continued endeavors to provide decent,safe and sanitary 
housing to persons of low income. 


The Middleborough Housing Authority was organized in 1948, and is a body 
politic and corporate duly organized and existing pursuant to Massachusetts 
General Laws, Chapter 121B, Section 3. The Board of Commissioners are legally 
responsible for the overall operation of the Authority, and consists of five (5) 


_ individuals, four (4) members are elected and the fifth (Sth) is appointed by 
_ the Commonwealth. The day to day activities of the Authority are administered

_ by the Executive Director. 


_ The Housing Authority administers a family housing program (28 units); two 
| elderly/handicapped housing complexes (154 units); a special needs housing 
complex (8 bedrooms); as well as State and Federal subsidized rental assistance 
_ programs with private landlords (presently 160 units authorized for leasing). 


The capital improvement work funded by the Department of Housing and 


| Community Development (DHCD) for the lead paint abatement work at the 


family housing program was completed in 1998, and Certificates of Compliance 


for all units were obtained. 


The other capital improvement work funded by DHCD for the hot water system 
upgrade at the Nemasket Apartments elderly housing complex has recently been 
completed. Five new boiler rooms with hot water heaters were constructed to 
better service the needs of this project. 


Future funding has been requested to complete the capital improvements needed 


for this development. Five (5) Condition Assessment Reports were submitted 


- to DHCD by the Authority for additional capital improvement funding for new 


boilers, roof repairs, walks and drive repairs, replacement windows, and fire 
alarm system upgrade requirements. 
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Other capital improvement projects are presently in the design stage for site 
repairs at the Riverview Apartments complex, and for water line replacement 
and site repairs for the family housing complex at Archer Court. These projects 
are ready for construction bidding and the anticipated work to begin in the 
spring of 99.

MIDDLEBOROUGH CULTURAL COUNCIL ANNUAL REPORT 1998 


The Middleborough Cultural Council functions as the local disseminator of what 
was formerly referred to as “Arts Lottery Money” for the Massachusetts Cultural 
Council. Dissemination of grant money is subject to rules and regulations set 
forward by the Massachusetts Cultural Council. 


Grant Distribution: 


The grant cycle is annual, with applications available at the town hall or from 
the local MCC Chairperson. Each year, towns in Massachusetts are awarded 
a sum of money for distribution determined by a formula devised at the state 
level. Money is distributed to grantees by reimbursement after the approved 
activity is completed. Completed applications are due on October 15th of the 
calendar year, and a list of final award selections is sent to the State by December 
15th of that year. 


In 1998, the MCC awarded a total of $12,115.00 in grant money for cultural 
and artistic projects and activities that take place beginning in December of 
1997 thru the 1998 fiscal year. In addition to the State regulations, the MCC 
has adopted a set of local guidelines listing the types of applications that are 
given preference for selection. These guidelines are distributed with the grant 
applications.

1998 REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


New development proposals received by the Planning Board in 1998 plateaued 
from the previous year, although work continued to keep the Board extremely 
busy. Board action involved new development review and permitting, management 
of projects under construction, establishment and reduction of project surety, 
modifications to previously approved subdivisions, certifying subdivision roads 
complete, special permits and activity involving economic development. 


With respect to residential development, the Board received 34 Form A petitions 
resulting in the creation of 65 new residential house lots, on existing streets. 
The Board approved a drainage modification for Nestle Nook Estates. 
Tanglewood Estates, an 82 lot subdivision off of Plymouth Street, submitted 
a preliminary plan to determine the maximum number of lots that the land 
can support for purposes of developing in a clustered fashion under the Town’s 
new Open Space and Resource Preservation Zoning By-law. Heidi Lane 
resubmitted their 3-lot definitive subdivision plan that is still in the hearing stages

with the Board. Colarusso Woods, a 12-lot subdivision off of Miller Street also 
submitted a Definitive Subdivision Plan that is now in the public hearing process. 
The Board certified six roads complete, including: Pine Meadow Estates I, 12 
lots; Rockwell Crossing, 3 lots; Otis Pratt Estates, 14 Lots; Redlon Court, 3 
lots; Tall Pine Estates, 8 lots; and Maple Farms with a total of 12 lots. 


The Planning Board approved a total of five Special Permits including Brookfield 
Engineering located in Middleboro Park 495; and Butler Automatic, Sager 
Electronics, Serta Mattress and the Christmas Tree Shops, at Campanelli 
Industrial Park. 


Brookfield Engineering, is the world’s foremost manufacturer of laboratory grade 
viscometers. The Board approved a plan to build a 91,000 square foot building, 
valued at $3,660,000. The building will be subdivided as follows: 62% light 
manufacturing, 20% office use, 11% stockroom and 7% research and development. 
Future expansion plans include a 54,526 square foot expansion in phase II. 


Butler Automatic, is the manufacturer of automated web splicing equipment. 
The Board approved a plan to build a 30,000 square foot building valued at 
$950,000. The building will be subdivided as follows: 25,000 sq. ft. light 
manufacturing, and 5,000 sq. ft. office space. 


Sager Electronics, is a supplier/manufacturer of electronics components. The 
Board approved a plan to build a 100,000 square foot Building valued at $2.4 
million. The building will be subdivided as follows: 87,500 sq. ft. warehouse; 
5,100 sq. ft. static free area; and, 5,000 sq. ft. office space. 


Serta Mattress engages in the manufacture of mattresses and box springs for 
distribution to major retailers and sleep shops for sale to the public. The Board 
approved a plan for a 150,000 sq. ft. building, valued at $9.4 million, and a 
65,000 sq. ft. future expansion area as phase II. 


Christmas Tree Shops, a warehouse facility, is the main distribution center for 
the Christmas Tree Shops. The Board approved a 250,000 sq. ft. addition (Phase 
II) to the existing 287,000 sq. ft. building. Phase II is valued at $9.6 million. 
Construction on Phase II is anticipated to begin in 1999. 


The Middleboro Planning Board saw the commencement of construction of the 
Oak Point Adult Mobile Home Park. Oak Point is situated on a 780 acre site 
off of Plain Street with Phase I consisting of 106 units out of a potential 700 
unit park. Phase I construction contains one mile of new access road, 
improvements to Plain Street and construction of sewer mains that flow to a 
new private sewerage treatment plant. The Planning Board advertised a Request 
for Proposals for updating and reorganizing the Town’s Subdivision Rules and 
Regulations. The firm of McGregor and Associates received the contract and 
the new Rules and Regulations should be available in early 1999. 
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The Board continues to work on a Bedford Street Traffic Master Plan to 
coordinate transportation improvements necessitated by the development of our 
corporate parks. Likewise, work continues on the resolution of the Route 28/ 
105 intersection problem. 


Route 44’s expansion and reconstruction planning is nearing the point where 
a draft Environmental Impact Report will be filed. The Planning Board has 
been very involved in assisting the consultant working on this project for the 
State and commenting on the potential impacts to and the needs of the Town 
of Middleborough. 


Considerable time has been spent preparing to start the Town’s Master Plan 
update. The Master Plan is a document that sets forth the Town’s collective 
long term vision for itself and is the Town’s long term guide for growth. The 


Board has determined that the best method is to hire a consultant experienced 


in Master Plan development, town visioning and public participation formats. 
This will be done prior to establishing a Citizen’s Advisory Committee in order 


that the Committee format be developed within the Consultant’s work plan. 


The Request for Proposals for the Master Plan is currently in draft form and 


_is anticipated to be advertised in early 1999. 


The Planning Department has been very involved in learning about and planning 


for the implementation of the Geographic Information System (GIS) to be used 
_by the Planning Board and other Town Departments. As an initial project, two 





full color maps of the Town’s protected Open Space and Agricultural land were 
_ produced for the Conservation Commission’s Open Space and Recreation Plan. 


Finally, The Planning Board wishes to thank Derek Maksy and Chairman J. 
Nathaniel Hailey for their years of service on the Board. The Board welcomes 
‘two new members, David Grab and Barry Heidke, whom were appointed to 
fill these vacancies.

We finally moved into our temporary office located on the third floor of the 
Savings Bank Building. We are enjoying the bright and sunny rooms but also 
are anxiously waiting for our return move back to the newly renovated town 


hall. 
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1998 was a fairly quiet year in the Assessor’s Office. We completed the project 
of video imaging each improved parcel. Now when there is a request for a property 
record card the photo of the house is included, which makes it easier to locate 
the property when going out view. 


The Board of Assessors was actively involved in the negotiations of three Tax 
Increment Financing agreements. Sager Electrical Supply Company, Inc. who 
is one of the 25 largest electronics distributors in the United States, Serta Mattress 
Company who engages in the manufacturing and distribution of mattresses and 
box springs and Butler Automatic who is a leading multi-national manufacturer 
of zero speed splicers for the printing and paper converting industry. The 
construction of these facilities will not only add to the commercial and industrial 
tax base but will also create job opportunities for the residents of Middleborough. 
The companies have all agreed to give Middleborough residents priority for 
employment opportunities. 


The Board of Assessors voted to complete and interim year adjustment on 
valuations for Fiscal 2000. Due to the “T” coming through and low interest 
rates, the residential sales for 1998 have shown in some cases a dramatic increase 
between the sale price and the assessed value. If this procedure is not addressed 
prior to the revaluation update scheduled for Fiscal 2001, residential taxpayers 
could see an increase in their values of up to 20%-25%. The Board feels that 


we need to make an adjustment this upcoming year to lessen the impact for 
the following year. 


The Board is proud to announce that only 130 abatement applications were 
‘filed for the Fiscal 1999 tax billing. This is a substantial decrease from 1992 


when over 1600 applications were filed. 


| The information booklet the Board put together last year has been a great success. 


The booklet is designed to give the taxpayer a brief overview of the duties and 
responsibilities of the Assessor’s Office and some information, which might be 
of interest to the tax payer. It also gives information regarding abatements and 
exemptions along with some important dates and telephone numbers of the town 


offices. The booklets are available at the Assessor’s Office and this year the 
data collector viewing properties for building permits also has the booklets 


available with them when the property is visited. 


The Board of Assessors sends a very special thanks to our valuable staff, whose 
hard work, cooperation and dedication is greatly appreciated. The Board would 


also like to thank all the town departments and especially the residents and 
taxpayers of this town for the continued cooperation.

MIDDLEBOROUGH AUXILIARY POLICE DEPARTMENT 
Dear Chief Salley: 


This is the 1998 yearly report of the Middleborough Auxiliary Police Department 
which details the department’s roster, activities, training, and certifications. 


Overview 


The Middleborough Auxiliary Police Department is a complete volunteer unit 
and has been extending its time and effort as a Community Police Force for 
many years. The department is self- supporting and does not receive any financial 
support outside that which is raised by dues. All officers are solely responsible 
for purchasing and maintaining uniforms and equipment in the performance 
of their appointed duties and also for any further expenditures for food, child 
care, fuel or the like in the execution of such duties. 


A complete rank and supervisory structure including Patrol Officer, Sergeant, 
Lieutenant, and Captain is provided for and maintained within the department. 
Supervisory personnel oversee activities of Patrol Officers and handle 
administrative matters such as applicant interviews, scheduling, record keeping, 
report preparation, purchasing, budgeting and development of appropriate 
policies and necessary training programs. 


Records of duty hours in separate categories of Training, Uniformed Duty, 
Meetings, Administration, Certifications and other special categories are strictly 
maintained and reviewed by the department. All officers on the active roster 
are required to complete a minimum of seventy-five hours of uniformed duty 
and meetings per year. Any officer failing to achieve this level of duty is 
permanently dismissed from the department if the officer cannot show cause 
after a formal hearing. However, due to the volunteer nature of the department 
some exceptions are granted on a case by case basis. Nevertheless, the department 
reserves the right to impose and does so impose both limitation of time and 
excuse in consideration of the exception. 
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Training hours are not included in the seventy-five hour mandate since a minimum 
level of training is expected and required to perform the assigned duties. This 
notwithstanding, the department assigns certain events, meetings or training 
programs as “mandatory attendance” regardless of accumulated hours. The 
minimum hours mandate does not apply to declared states of emergency in which 
all officers are expected to report for duty when called. 


Roster 
The department currently maintains an active roster of twenty-three individuals 


consisting of 6 Officers, 12 Patrol Officers and 5 recruits. The roster as expressed 
is delineated below.

Activities 


The Middleborough Auxiliary Police Department has consistently offered its 


_ services in a variety of community activities. Such services include traffic, parking 
and crowd control at all town parades and High School Graduation. Officers 


have also been assigned at special events such as Halloween Evening and Pratt 


_ Farms. In-Town beat patrols on Friday evenings between the hours of 7:00 p.m. 


and 12:00 a.m. have been diligently performed by two assigned officers. 


General meetings of all officers are held on the first Thursday of each month. 
The purpose of this meeting is to foster comradeship among the officers, exchange 
ideas, present motions and polices to be passed upon, provide updates of changes 
in policy and law, collect dues, address specific problems and offer solutions. 
Beyond this the department’s ranking officers are also expected to attend the 
Officers Meeting held on the third Thursday of each month. Here, departmental 
policies are actively developed, ratified and ultimately enacted. This meeting 
also serves as a forum for formal hearings whether for the purpose of discipline, 
review or by request.

Training 


It is required that all Middleborough Auxiliary Police officers attend and 
satisfactorily completed a sixteen-week Reserve/Intermittent Police Academy 
program certified by the Massachusetts Criminal Justice Training Council in 
accordance with M.G.L.c. 41 sec. 91B. Topics of study include: Criminal Law, 
Constitutional Law, Motor Vehicle Law, Crisis Intervention, Domestic Violence, 
Elder Law, Defensive Tactics, Officer Survival, Report Writing, Use of Deadly 
Force, Patrol Procedures, Tactical Communications, Traffic Control and Drug 
offenses. 


Many officers complete additional training on their own and have accomplished 
certification as CPR and First Responder instructors. Some officers are 
Emergency Medical Technicians or Paramedics. Other officers have attained non- 
instructor certifications in Defensive Tactics, Report Writing, Firearms, Firearms 
Safety, Use of Deadly Force, and Chemical Weapons. Still others, have received 
or are currently receiving formal education in Criminal Justice and Criminal 
Law and Procedure at the undergraduate and graduate level. 


Finally, the vast majority of officers are currently employed or have been employed 
by other police or police related agencies thereby enhancing the overall experience, 
professionalism and integrity of the department. 


Certifications 


Middleborough Auxiliary Police officers have completed emergency medical 
training and achieved noted certification as an Emergency Medical Services First 
Responder, which includes Advanced First Aid and Professional Rescuer CPR 
training. Annual recertification in First Responder and CPR is mandated by 
the department. Any failure by an officer in recertification results in immediate 
suspension from the department. Suspension remains in effect until either 
recertification is obtained or a reasonable period of time to recertify has lapsed 
at which point the officer is dismissed from the department. 
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In addition, officers are annually certified in the use and proficiency of firearms 
by a certified instructor from Massachusetts Criminal Justice Training Council. 
Thereafter, officers are authorized to carry any .38 special with a 4-inch barrel 
but use only Middleborough Police Department approved, issued ammunition. 


Under no circumstances is any individual allowed to actively participate in the 
duties and responsibilities of this department without having first received the 
training and certifications stated herein. 


Conclusion 


The Middleborough Auxiliary Police Department is committed to maintaining 
a professional level unit of trained and experienced volunteer officers whose 
primary mission is the protection of life and property within the Middleborough 
community. This department has dedicated itself to granting aid to those in 
need and further seeks to assist the Middleborough Police Department in reducing 
crime, quelling disturbance and promoting social harmony so that all citizens 
may enjoy a better quality life. 


In closing, the Middleborough Auxiliary Police Department wishes to extend 
its sincere gratitude to the Middleborough Board of Selectmen, Chief Salley, 
the Middleborough Police Department and the citizens of the town of 
Middleborough in supporting the efforts of this department. It is this department's 
sincere hope that we will be allowed to continue our services to the community 
now and in the future.

REPORT OF THE ANIMAL CONTROL OFFICER 


TO: Board of Selectmen 
Residents of Middleboro 


This is my 23rd. annual report as Animal Control Officer for the Town of 
Middleboro and I look forward to servicing the residents for another year. 


First and foremost for 1998, rabies has had a major impact in our town. We 


have had five (5)-confirmed cases of rabies — 2 skunks, 2 raccoons and | fox. 
This is more than I have had in the past 24 years as Animal Control Officer. 
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Our annual Rabies Clinic will be held at South Middleboro Fire Station March 
21, 1999 with hours of 1 00 P.M. to 4:00 P.M. PLEASE TRY TO ATTEND 
AND BRING A FRIEND. Cost is $8.00 per animal. We encourage feline owners 
to keep cats in cages and to get these shots annually. All animals’ three months 
of age or older are required by State law to get this preventive rabies shot. 


We have gone on a total of 2,216 animal complaints; 2074 which were for domestic 
animals; 142 wildlife calls in which a tremendous thanks must go to Robert 
Shaw, a state licensed problem animal control agent, who helps the Town out 
immensely on wildlife problems that we have. 


A total of 46 animals that were injured were taken to Dr. Johnson’s office, 
which treats animals free of charge if owners are not known or found. I don't 
know what the town would do without the continual help of Dr. David Johnson, 
and his excellent staff of personnel at the Middleboro Animal Clinic. 


There were 269 animals hit by motor vehicles and the deceased were picked 
up and taken to the pet cemetery at our Brook Street location. The main reason 
we are getting so many deceased animals is the fact that although there is a 
leash law, people are letting their loved animals out to romp — remember 
unleashed is unloved. No-one makes you have a pet, if you want one take the 
responsibility that goes along with it. 


There were 1,626 spayed or neutered dogs licensed and 839 males and females 
licensed at the Town Clerk’s office. There were nine household kennels, seven 
hobby kennels and four commercial kennels inspected and licensed. 


Mr. Jeff Stevens and children at Lincoln D. Lynch School contributed “SPECIAL 
TREATS” for the dogs to enjoy during the holiday season with their annual 
food drive. A robust “THANK YOU” from the animals and the staff at the 
Shelter. 


A special thanks goes to Frank Sampson, our part time animal control officer, 
who works on week ends, holidays, and gets called out at strange hours of 
the night and does a good job. To the clerks at the Police Department and 
the Town Clerk’s office for the continued daily assistance, a hearty “thank you”.

Once again, it’s time to prepare the annual report for the Police Department 
_ for the calendar year 1998. 


Last year (1997) I advised the Board of Selectmen that the makeup of the personnel 
would be changing over the next few years. Even though there were no retirements 
last year, Sgt. Jeffrey G. Cornell gave notice to the Plymouth County Retirement 
Board, that he intends to retire after serving with the department for almost 
thirty-four years as a patrol officer and Sergeant. Sgt. Cornell joined the 
department in 1965 and was promoted to Sergeant in June of 1972. Sergeant 
Cornell quickly embraced the new Community Policing philosophy in 1995 and 
worked diligently at promoting the department’s goals in that area. His experience 
and dedication will be missed by all of us. In February Charles W. Robichau 
was hired, attended the regional police recruit academy and graduated in July. 
In April, Robert W. Lake laterally transferred from the M.B.T.A. Police to 
the Middleboro Police Department, providing the department with an experienced 
officer who did not need to be academy trained. In September another new 
employee was hired, Ian A. MacDonald, who is presently attending the training 


| academy. Both Officer Robichau and Lake have proven themselves as excellent 


new officers and I am sure Officer MacDonald will also be a quality addition 
upon completion of his training. 
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With at least two or three more retirements expected in the new year, it is 
imperative to keep the hiring process ongoing. The good news for the town 
is that the Department of Justice recently approved the Police Departments 
application under a Universal Hiring Program for $600,000.00 to hire eight (8) 
new officers. The grant will cover $25,00.00 a year for three years (total of 
$75,000.00 per officer) of the new officers salary. the Board of Selectmen recently 
approved hiring five (5) officers to begin the process. We are presently waiting 
for the funding to arrive and then the hiring process will begin. 


There were six (6) fatal accidents in 1998 and tragically, two (2) of those involved 
teenage drivers, a trend that appears to be happening all too frequently across 
the state. On November 4, 1998, new legislation went into affect that created 
new administrative procedures for a junior operator and restricted the driving 
hours and the carrying of passengers by junior operators. I hope that these 
changes will have a positive impact on the accident rates that teen drivers have 
had over the past few years. 


Another law change that became effective in late October was the new gun law 
legislation that completely revised just about every aspect of the existing gun 
law. It is impossible to summarize the extensive changes other than advising 
everyone who possess a ‘License to Carry’ of ‘Firearm Identification Card’ and 
ownes a weapon that they should become familiar with the changes — especially 
noting that ‘Firearm Identification Cards’ will begin to expire on July 1, 1999 
through June 30, 2100. The processing of permits has become more complicated 
and has placed an added burden on the secretarial staff, which will be greatly 
increased as the F.I.D. cards begin to expire. 


On the Community Policing calendar, the bicycle patrol began in late spring 
after two bikes were purchased and five officers trained in proper patrol procedure. 
This type of patrol allows officers access to areas were a cruiser cannot ZO, 
operates quickly and quietly in congested areas and allows greater contract with 
the public thereby enhancing our community policing philosophy. 


Another new program, which has been overseen by Ptl. Bernard Storms, is the 
Citizens Police Academy. The academy runs one night a week for ten weeks 
and gives participants an overview of police work. At the conclusion, the 
participants are given the opportunity to ride one evening in a cruiser on routine 
patrol allowing students a kind of “hands on experience”. Both the bike patrol — 
and the Citizens Academy have been funded through Community Policing grants 
that Lt. Judith Wiksten has managed to secure for the part two years, Next 
year’s grant, which we just received, provides the department with $25,000.00 
to help maintain these programs. 
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Ptl. Benjamin Mackiewicz was again successful in obtaining a $15,000.00 grant 
to maintain the successful D.A.R.E. program that he runs in the schools and 
summer camps. Again, Sgt. Charles Armanetti was able to obtain $16,374.00 
in grant money to allow continued improvement and upgrading of our existing 
in-hour system. All three should be congratulated for their continued efforts. 


In December, after several years of debate, a new central fuel station opened 
behind the police station. There are two above ground 10,000-gallon tanks, one 
for diesel and one for gasoline. All town vehicles now fuel up at this facility, 
which also was connected to the emergency generator at the police department 
in order to provide an uninterrupted fuel supply under all conditions. It also 
allowed the town to remove five underground fuel tanks from various locations 
at other town facilities before the December deadline. 


Overall, it has been a good year. I’m very lucky to have a very competent group 
of officers who work hard and maintain a positive attitude about their jobs 
and the goals of the department. It also is very reassuring to know that the 
dispatchers and the secretarial staff work hard to make everything run in a 
smooth efficient and pleasurable manner. 


Also, a very special thank you to my personal secretary, who over the past 
four years have been an indispensable help to me and also a close friend since 
high school.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
The year of 1998 was a year of change in the Health Department. 


Regretful farewells were extended to the Health Officer, Doris Balonis, R.N., 
who retired from service to the Town after twenty-six plus years. 


Mrs. Balonis first worked as a public health nurse, then moved into the position 
of Health Officer. We thank her for many years of excellent and dedicated service. 


The Health Department, along with the rest of the Town offices on the second 
floor of the Bank Building, is enjoying its new surroundings. The Public Health 
nurses have a little more room and their facilities are better suited to the many 
services they provide. In addition to the many vaccination clinics, health screenings 
and health supervisory visits, the Public Health nurses are responsible for 
additional mandated vaccinations for school children and with a reduction in 
Medicare services to our elderly, an increase in home care supervisory visits 
has resulted. We are a fortunate community to have their services as they have 
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been a valuable resource to the Health Department as well, with illness 
investigations, food service inspections and as liaison between the state health 
agencies and the medical profession. 


Thanks to DEP the Town Septic System Assistance Loan Program as a success 
judging by how quickly the $200,000 was dispersed to help twenty families upgrade 
their septic systems under Title 5. Hopefully more funds will become available 
in the near future. 


The annual Rabies Clinic, co-sponsored with the Pocksha Canine Club, was 
well attended this year indicating a ten percent increase. Ninety-four dogs and 
one hundred eleven cats were vaccinated against the increasing threat of rabies. 
Please have your dogs and cats vaccinated against rabies — IT’S THE LAW 
— and it reduces the risk of human exposure. 


We are pleased to note that there were no serious water quality issues noted 
during the seasonal inspection of public/semi-public swimming pools, ponds, 
campgrounds or recreational camps. 


Foodborne illness complaints are on the decrease as the food inspection program 
has been increased. Public awareness of this issue is more prevalent with media 
coverage of deaths from foodborne illnesses and national food product recalls. 
The Health Department will continue to expand the food handling education 
and food service complaince efforts in this priority area. 


Our department has responded to complaints associated with housing, rubbish, 
animals, air quality, water quality, septics and numerous other issues. 


A thirteen percent (13%) increase in revenue was realized this year collecting 
a total of $64,138 in permit fees. 


The Health Department extends an invitation to all residents to visit the new 
office and learn of our activities and services. 


We thank all the various Town departments for their assistance dealing with 
the many issues that come through the Health Department office. I personally 
thank everyone for the warm welcome and the helping hand offered to me upon 
assuming the position of Health Officer.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSES REPORT 


1998 was a very busy year for our department with Medicare cuts for home 
health care. We found our census of home patients increased considerably. 


Our health supervision visits (including medication supervision, prefilling of 
medications and vital sign monitoring were eleven percent (11%) higher than 
last year and personal care visits were up eighteen percent (18%). 


Many patients were referred to us by the Southeastern Visiting Nurses Association 
as well as area hospitals, Old Colony Elderly Services, local doctors, Town 
departments and concerned friends and relatives. 


All foodborne illnesses and communicable diseases were investigated and reported 
to the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 


One hundred forty-nine (149) food facility inspections were conducted by the 
Public Health Nurses. 


Blood pressure clinics are held at our office every Monday and Wednesday from 
9:00-10:00 A.M. and 4:00-5:00 P.M. Bi-monthly blood pressure clinics are held 
at the Council on Aging on the second and fourth Wednesdays of each month 
from 10:30 to 11:30 A.M., and monthly blood pressure clinics are held at the 
Nemasket Hall on the second Monday of the month from 12:30 to 1:00 P.M. 


School immunization clinics were held throughout the year at the Burkland School 
and the high school. The Hepatitis B series of three immunizations were given. 
Due to new State regulations this year, Hepatitis B clinics were started in December 
at the Middleboro Junior High School. Regular immunizations for children and 
adults are given at the Health Department Monday through Thursday, 9:00- 
10:00 A.M. and 4:00-5:00 P.M. Fasting blood sugars are available every Friday 
from 9:00-10:00 A.M. 


Each Spring immunization clinics, tuberculosis screenings and blood pressure 
clinics are offered to every Town department. 


Annual audio-visual testing was conducted at each of the eight local pre-schools. 


In the Fall, two large public flu clinics were held; one of hte VFW Hall and 
the other at the Council on Aging. All school department staff was offered flu 
vaccine at three school clinics and the Middleboro Fire and Police Departments 
were offered flu clinics as well. In addition, pneumonia vaccine was also offered 
free of charge at all of the flu clinics. 


Flu and pneumonia vaccines were given at our regular clinic hours at the office 
to anyone, young or old, upon request. 
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The Health Department, Nurses office, is the Middleboro Service unit for the 
Salvation Army. Many services are provided by this wonderful organization 
throughout the year; such as emergency food vouchers, fuel assistance through 
the Good Neighbor fund and free scholarships to Camp Wonderland in Sharon 
for deserving children. 


Again this year the Christmas Castle, sponsored by the Salvation Army, was 
held at the Masonic Temple on South Main Street. The Castle receives wonderful 
support each year from generous local merchants, organizations, town 
departments and volunteers. They provide food, new toys and new clothing to 
many deserving families throughout Middleboro and Lakeville. Each year the 
numbers of families helped increases significantly. 


The Town nurses are all enjoying our beautiful new office on the second floor 
of the Bank Building. We hope all the townspeople will come in and see us 
when they are in the building, a great improvement over our old office at the 
Town Hall.

The Capital Planning Committee has identified and ranked capital projects 
submitted by Town Departments and various officially recognized committees 
for review and inclusion in this year’s Priority List. The Town of Middleborough 
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presently has several large scale projects underway, i.e., the new middle school, 
financial office building and old Town Hall rehabilitation. Additionally, the new 
floor for the Central Street Fire Station is schedules to be started this spring. 


The Town has added new business and residential growth and the revenue stream 
has been healthy. Good news comes in that the 1989 Bond ($4,325,000.00), taken 
out to finance various Town Meeting approved items has been paid off. Also, 
early in the year 2000, another bond issued in 1990 ($5,205,000.00) for numerous 
town projects will also be retired. Monies from the payments of these bonds 


can be directed towards other town approved expenditures, with little impact 








on the Town’s yearly annual bond costs. Due to the restrained nature of the 
- Town’s expenditures over the past five (5) years, the Town Treasurer has not 
had to issue a bond, and has used free cash or temporary borrowing. The presently 
under construction Middle School costs are a debt exclusion, that property tax 
owners have agreed to pay for seperately. It is expected that a bond may be 
issued by the Town Treasurer in the Fall of 1999, to cover costs associated 


with the aforementioned projects to cover Water Department projects. 


_ The Capital Planning Committee (CPC) has recommended fiscal restraint over 








_ the past years, until revenue streams have improved and the 1989 Bond was 


retired. This year the CPC recommends that monies be expended to improve 
the day to day operations of the Highway, Park, Fire, School and Police 
Departments, along with miscellaneous costs associated with other town 
operations. 


The Memorial Junior High School is expected to be vacated by the School 
Department this summer. Provided that the Re-Use Committee recommendations 
are accepted at the annual Town Meeting, the CPC would ask that study monies 
be appropriated to ensure that this important, centrally located building is 
reevaluated and utilized in a method that town residents approve. 


The Town continues to move towards fiscal stability, due to the diligence of 
the Board of Selectmen and Finance Committee. The CPC thanks these two 
elected boards for their support in working towards a solid financial plan for 
Town expenditures. The CPC further recommends that elected boards work 
with the Town Treasurer — Town Collector and the Town Accountant to meet 
a common goal of upgrading the Town’s fiscal rating.

REPORT OF THE MIDDLEBOROUGH OFFICE 
OF ECONOMIC & COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT 


The Office of Economic and Community Development was formally voted by 
the Board of Selectmen in September. The primary responsibility of this Office 
will be to apply for, implement, and administer economic and Community 
Development Block Grant Programs for the Town of Middleborough. The OECD 
will also be responsible for promoting and managing Town-wide economic 
development programs of business advocacy, commercial district revitalization, 
retail development, building improvements, industrial attraction and retention, 
infrastructure imporvements, and tourism development. 


The Office’s first order of business was to coordinate with the Middleborough 
Downtown Partnership, Inc. on matters concerning the continuation of FY1997 
Downtown Partnership/Downtown Related Activities grant programs. Study 
projects for the Washburn Mill and National Historic Designation for 
Middleborough Center will continue into 1999. Gurney Site remediation was 
begun in the summer and is expected to be completed by April 1999. In the 
meantime, the OECD will solicit bids for work with a designer to develop the 
site as a municipal parking lot. The Commercial Improvement Program will 
continue into 1999 by coordinating additional projects for facade restoration/ 
renovation. 


OECD also developed a schedule for the new year to include applying for grants 
for continuance of past funded projects. These projects include additional Facade 
Improvements, construction of a parking lot on the Gurney Site, and 
implementation of the Streetscape Master Plan beginning in the four corners 
area. 


As the year drew to a close, the OECD prepared a Ready Resource Fund 
application for the extension of water and wastewater infrastructure along Clay 
Street to Clayton Road. The project, when completed, will allow the expansion/ 
development of businesses fronting Clayton Road thereby creating new jobs for 
local employees.
